This mercy and clemency was 
pꝛofitable as well to the conquerour as to the conquered, 
Foz after it was once knowen that warre was made a⸗ 
gaynſt Creſus, th:oughont al Greece ſouldiours were mu⸗ 
ſcered and ſent fozthe to his ayde as it had bene to quenche 
ſome commen fyze. So well was Creſus beloued wpth all 
the cities, that the Grekes would haue made ſharpe warre 
vpon Cpꝛus if he had delt with Creſus any thyng cruellye 
The Tydads Afterward in pꝛoceſſe of time, while Cyꝛus was occupped 
in other warres, the Lodias rebelled, From whom beynge 
vanquiſhed agayne he tooke quite their hozſes,armoz,and 
weapon commaundyng them to vſe victaling, minſtralſpe, 
gamyng, and all kynde of ribawdꝛye and wantonneſle. And 
lo hy this meanes the people which ſometime wer of great 
pꝛoweſſe, and redoubted foꝛ theyꝛ chvualrye, thꝛoughe effe⸗ 
minate cowardneſſe and ryot, loſt all they! puyſſaunte and 
de reward ſtrength, and they whythe befoze Cyꝛus time cculde by no 
rchellton. warres be vanquyſhed nowe fallynge to all kynd of ryot x 
exteſſe, are duertome with llouth a ydlencfſe.

Powe fyll thy ſelfe with blond, 
which thou haſt euer thyꝛſted. Cyꝛus reigned thirty peres, 
being marnaylotisnotable,not only in the beginning ot his 
camtyſes teygne, but alſo during all the continuaunce of the ſame, 
laccedcth, Alter him ſucteded Cambiſis, which ta his fathers empire, 
by conqueſt annerod. Egipte. But being offended with the 
ſuſperſticion ot the @giptians, he commaunded the Tem⸗ 
ples of Apis and other their Goddes to be beaten downe. 
Furthermoze allo, he ſent an army to deſtroy the renows- 
med Temple ot Ammon which being overwhelmed with 
tempeſtes and heapes of ſand, was utterly deſttoyedt 
Theſe thynges beynge done, he dzeamed that hys bꝛother 
Smerdis ſhuld reygne after him, the whiche.dzeame made 
him fo afraved that he ſticked not alter lactilege to commit; 
moſt vnnaturall murder in killing his owne b2other Foz 
if was a hard t an matter, that heſhould take any 
tie vpon his owne, which in ſpight of religion did violetiy 
25 et vpon the Goddes.

was rather to haue bene miſtruſted on his parte, conſide⸗ 
ringe that the ende of warre is doubttull, and no rewarde 
though he wanne the victoꝛy, but apparant loſſe ffhe were 
ouercome. Mherfoꝛe, let him not thinke that the Scythiãs 
will wayte foꝛ his comming hyther, ſeyng there is in their 
enempe ſo much woꝛthe the fetchinge and goynge foꝛ, but 
they will with all their hartes go and mete him. As they 
had ſayde, ſo did they in dede. Mhen the king vnderſtoode 
that they made towardes him with ſuche ſpede he fled fo2 
feare, and leauing behynde him his hoſte and all hys furni⸗ 
ture ſoꝛ the warres, he fearefullye retyꝛed into his kvnge⸗ 
dome.

Amonge the Captaines alſo Themiſto⸗ 
cles was by the verdite or all the Cities iudged chefe and 
ſoueraigne,to the great renowne of his countrye. The A- 
theniens therſoꝛe beinge increaſed as well in richeſſe as in 
honoꝛ began to builde their City new oute ol the grounde. 
When the Lacedemonians heard how they had enlarged 
the wallesof their Citye, and ſette them further out then 
they were befo2e,thep beganne to haue them in a gelow-

By meanes of theſe ſtatutes The Warres 
and o2dinaunces,the City grew ſo ſtronge within a while, ot the Spar⸗ 
that when as they made warre againſte the Meſſenians foz ce Belem 
rauiſhing certaine of their maidens in a ſolt mpne ſacrifice ans. 
of the Meſſerians they bounde them ſelues with a greuous 
othe, and thervnto turſed them ſelurs if they retourned 
home befoꝛe they had wonne the City ol Meſſenis, ſo muche 
did they truſt either to their owne ſtrength oꝛ to their fo2- 
tune.

While theeſe thinges were a doing amonge the 'Lace- 
demontans Lo ſauer was made Captaine generall of the 
warres bothe by ſea and by land, and in ſteade of Tiſ/«phers 
nes, Darius kinge ol Perſtans hadde made his ſonne Cyrus 
lieuetenant of lonia and L via, who aided the Lacedemoni⸗ 
ans in ſuch wiſe both with men and mony, that they doub 
ted not to recauer their fozmer eſtate. Beinge therfoze 
thus encreaſed in ſtrength, and hearing that Alcibiades was 


riche hy reaſon there had bene no warre ofa long time be 
koꝛe and toke no hede to his ſouldioures, but ſuffred them 
fo couetouſneſſe of booties to diſperſe them ſelues where 
they liſted as thoughe there had bene no treaſon to be fea⸗ 
red, they ſodenlye tame vppon them, and aſſailed them ere 
they could gather them ſelues together . And they made 
ſuche a laughteramonge them as they were ſkatred, that 
the Atheniens toke moꝛe loſſe and hurt in that one battel, 
then they had done to their ennemies in all the battels be⸗ 
fo:e, wherwith they were bꝛought to luche a deſpaire, that 
fozthwith they put away alcibtales, t choſe conon to be they 
captain in his ſtead. Thincking them ſelues to haue beene

Butconon when he had fozraged the fields of his e⸗ 
nemies, made toward Athes, wher being welcomed with 
great top of his country men:pet notwithſtanding he toke 
moꝛe ſoꝛob to ſe how his country had bene burned x defa- 
ted by the Lacedemontans,then pleſure of the recouery ol 
the ſame after ſo long a time. Therfoꝛe ſuch things as wer 
burnt down, he builded a new of the ſpoiles of the Lacede⸗ 
monians at the charges ofthe army — nr wm and 
ſuch things as wer defaced he repaired again. Suche was 
the deſteny of Athes,that being befoze burned by the Per⸗ 
ſfans, it was repatred with the boties of the Perſians, and 
being now defaced by the Lacedemonians it was repaired 
with the ſpoiles of the Lacedemonians alſo : # euen cleane 
 contrary,to haue them now their fclowes which the were 
their enemies;x fo haue them now their vttermoſt enne⸗ 
mies, with whom they were then knit in moſt ſtraighteit 
bonds ol league and frendſhip. While theſe thinges were a 
An vntuer⸗ doing, Artaxerxes kinge of Perſta ſente ambaſſadoures into

In the region of Peoric whiche nowe is a 
poꝛtion of Macedaue, raigned by repozt Telc geri the father 
of aſtriopeus whoſe name we here ſpoken of in the battel of 
Troy, among the chicfelf and moſte valiaunt defendonrs 
ofthe Citye. And on the one ſide of Helle pont in Europe 
Tee tet raigned a kig called urope. Cora alſo with a greatmul- 
kpng of Ma⸗ titude of Grekes, being commaunded by thaunſwer ofthe 
tedomie. Oꝛacle to ſceke an habitation in Pacedony, when he tame 
into emathia, following a heard ol Goats that fled out ofthe 
ſhour of rain, entred a wan the field of cala ere the mt of 
the town perceiued his coming, by reſon ofthe greatnefſe 
ofthe ſtoꝛm: whervpon calling to minde the antiwer of the 
Oꝛacle, by which he was commaunded to ſeke a kingdome 
wher gotes ſhould be his guides, he appoyntcditto de the ] 
featof his kingdom. And euer after he obfcrued deudutlys

afraid of tbe, The Illirtans therfo2e deſpiſing thinlancy of 


the yongking, aſſailed the Bacedones with battel,who be — 
ing put to the woꝛſe, bꝛougbt foꝛth their king in his cradel c 


t ſet him befoze the batfel beginning the field new againe; 
as thoughe they had bene vanquiſhed befoꝛe, vpon none o⸗ 
ther occaſion, but betauſe they wanted p good luck of their 
king in the battell, thincking to get the vpper hand, and it 
were foꝛ none other cauſe eiſſe then that vpon this ſuper⸗ 
ſition they had perſwaded them ſelves they ſhonlde win.

ſmarthereef,Fo2 Philip king ol Pact done lying in a wait 
like a ſpy out ofa watch toure to ſurpꝛiſe them all of theyꝛ 
liberty,by nouriſhing debate betwede City and City, and 
by ſuppoꝛting the weaker ſide, compelled both the conque 
red and the conqueroꝛs to become bis vaſſals and ſubiects. 
The o2iginallcanſe of all this miſchiefe were the Thebares: 
who haning the ſoneratgnty and wanting diſcretion to vſe 
The Thes.. their good fo2tune,arrogantly accuſed at the common coft- 
vie their good [el of Orete the Lacedemonians and the P locenſes, whome 
koztune, they had vanquiſhed in battel, as thoughe the langhters + 
rauiſhments that they had abidden, bad beene to little pu⸗ 
nichment fo: them . It was laide to the Lacedemonians 
charge, that they had taken 15 towꝛe of Thebes in the time 
of truce:and to the p hocenſts, that they had waſted the cog- 
try of Beotia,as thoughe that after warre and battell:they 
would haue the lawes alſo to wozke their foꝛte. Judgemẽt 
being executed accoꝛding to the pleſure of the congquero2s, 
they were tondempned in ſuche a ſumme of mony as was 
not poſſible to be paide. The phocenſes therfoꝛe when they 
Nedehathn9 chouldehaue bene berett or their landes, their childꝛen and 
e their wiues, compelled therby to vtter neceſſity, choſe one 
Philomelus to their captain, and as men offended with God 
him ſelfe, inuaded the Temple of Apollo at Delphos. 
Herevpon being enriched with gold and other mony, they 
waged an army of ſouldiers ſtraungers, and made warre

to the Thebanes. This dede of the Phocenſes although all 
men abhoꝛred, by reaſon of their ſacriledge , yet notwyth⸗ 
ſtãding it pꝛocured moꝛe enuy to the Thebanes, by whom 
they were dꝛiuen to this extremitye, then to them. And 
ther koꝛebothe the Atheniens and the Lacedemontans ſet 
foꝛth men to their aid. At the ſirſt encounter Philo melus 
turned the Thebanes out of their campe at the next figh- The Theba- 
ting valiantly amongſte the thickeſt he was the firſte that aner 
was ſlain,and ſo with his wicked bloud did woꝛthelp abye 
fo2 committing ſacriledge. In his fed D2nomarchus was 
createdCaptaine:againft whom the Thebanes and Lheſ 
ſalians choſe fo2 their captain. not one of their owne coun- che wiltult 
try men,foz fear leaſt if he gate the victoꝛy, be ſhould bear folye of the 
him ſelf ſo Loꝛdly, that no man were able to abide hi u, but T bebanes. 
Philip king of Pacedonie:willingly ſubmitting the ſelues 
vnder theſubtection of a foꝛrener, whiche was the thynge 
they molt of all feared in their own country men. Phillip 
therfoze as though he had bene the reuenger of ſacriledge, 
and not of the Thebanes, commaunding all his ſouldiours 
to put garlandes of Laurel vpon their heades, and in thys 
wiſe as hauing God the chiefe Taptaine of his enterpꝛyſe, 
he marched into the field. The Phocenſes at the ſighte of rob foxce of 
the cogniſaunce ot the God, ſtriken with inwarde remoꝛſe uperttictan. 
of conſcience fo2 their offences, caſt downe their wepons Fx 
toke them to flight. And ſo with their owne bloud x laugh- 
ter of them ſelues, ſaffred woꝛthy puniſhmet foꝛ violating 
or religion. Ve wil not beleue what gloꝛy and renown Phi 
lip won among al nations ſoꝛ executing this dede. As who 
wold ſap, he was the puniſher of ſacriledge, he was the re- 
uenger of religion, he only was woꝛthy to compell offen- 
ders to make ſatiſfacion, to the execution where of all the 
woꝛld onght to haue put theyꝛ helpe. Therfoze they hono- 
red him next vnto the Goddes, by whome the maie ſtye of 
the Goddes was defended. But the Atheniens hearyng ol 
the aduenture of the war, to thentent that Philip ſhoulde 
not palle into Grece, toke the ſtraights of mag — 
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like maner + after the ſame ſoꝛt as they had done befoze,a-

Pakingthemſeluesbolfterers and bearcrs 
ont of that hainous offece , wherofit was a ſhame foꝛ the 
that any other the the ſelues ſhuld haue ben the puntſhers. 
Quite foꝛgetting that euen in their moſte aduerſitye they 
had vſed that God as their chefeſt counſeller, that by hys 
guidance they had finiſhed ſo many battels with conqueſt, 
builded ſo many cities with foztunate ſucceſſe, attayned ſo 
great an Empire both by ſea t lad. And finally atcheue d no 
thing, either in publike oꝛ pꝛiuate affairs, without the ma 
teſty ol his Godhed.Certeſſeit is great pity, that ſuch fine 
wits ſo exquiſitely poliſhed withal kinde of learning, t tra- 
ded in ſo goodly lawes x inſtitutions, ſhould be lo far ouer⸗ 
ſeene as to commit ſo hetnous an act, that of right they can 
haue no cauſe here after to be offended with the barbarus 
nations fo2 doing of the like. But Philip him ſelf kept not 
euen touch with his felowes. Fo2 as it wer to thentet hys 
enemies ſhuld not go beyond him in committing ſacrilege 
the cities wherof a litle befoze he was captain whiche had 
fought vnder his ſtanderd, which had reioyſed in him and 
which had holpen him to the victoꝛy, like an vtter ennemy 
he inuaded x ſacked. The wiues a childꝛt of them al he ſold 
by the dꝛom. He ſpared not the tẽples of the Gods immoꝛ⸗ 


tal, not the houſes of religion, not the common noꝛ pꝛiuate 


houſhold gods vnto who a litle beſoꝛe hg entred as a gueſt 
ſo that it might euidẽtly appere, be ſought not ſo muche to 
haue puniſhed ſatriledge as to pꝛocure fre liberty to perpe 
trate the ſame. From thence as though he had accdpliſhed 
al things to his honoꝛ he paſſed into Cuppalocia, where ma⸗ 
king war with like falſhod, z hauing takten and ſlain by po⸗ 


licy the kings that wer the next boꝛderers, he bzought 2 
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» the whole pꝛouince bnder thempire of Pacedone. Then 

to abolyſhe the ſhamefull bꝛute that went of his doynges, 

thꝛough the which he was moꝛe ſpoken and talked of then 

anve other man in thoſe daies, he ſent into the kingdomes ' 

and mooſt welthy Cities, into the Churches and temples, 

certain to raiſe a rumo: and to put it into folkes heds that 

king Philip would beſtow a great maſſeofmonye in buil⸗ 

ding walles about the Cities, and in makinge ofChurches 

and temples, and that maiſters of the woꝛke ſhould be pꝛo 

cured by pꝛoclamation. The whiche when they tame into 

Macedone, being dꝛiuen of with diuers delates,fo2 feare of 

the kinges diſpleſure, were faine to get them away againe 

and make no mo wooꝛdes. After this he aſſailed the Slyn⸗ 2 

thians. Fo2 when they ſaw that Philip had put one of hys — 
b:others to deathe foꝛ verye pities lake they receiued two 

other ol his bꝛothers boꝛne of his ſtepmother, whome as 

partners ol his kingdome he ſoughte by all meanes to dif 

patch out ol the way. Therfoꝛc vppon this occaſion, he vt⸗ 

terly deſtroyedꝛthat auntient and noble citye, and put hys 
zothers to the deathe that he had befoꝛe determined + ap- 

povnted foꝛ them, enioping therby both a greate pꝛay and 

alſo his wicked luſt in laping of his bzothers, Whervpon 

as though al things had ben lawful that he purpoſed inhis 

mind he ſeſed vpon the gold mines in heſſaly and vpon the 

ſiluer mines in Thrace, And to the entent no lawnoz righte mn 200 

ſhould be left vnmolated,he determined to be a roner on 5; and right, 

ſeas, Theſe things being thus accompliſhed, it foztuned by 

chante, that ui bꝛothers both kings of Thꝛace, being at vas 

riaunce betwirt them ſelues, not in reſpea of his indiffere- 

ty t iuſtice, but foꝛ fear leaſt be ſhuld help to ſuppoꝛt either 

of the parties, choſe him to be iudge of their controuerſies. 

wut Philip acco2ding to his accuſtomed nature,p2oceding 

to iudgement as if he ſhuld haue gone ts battel,came ſode- 

3 ly vpon the bꝛothers ere they wilt therof with his men in 

battel rav, and not like an vpꝛight iudge, but uke a craftye 

= thefe,x wicked kaitife ſpoiled the both of their kin _ 
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While theſe thinges were a doing, the ambaſſado2s of A- 
thens came vnto him to require peace whome he heard, £ 
ſent him ſelfeother ambaſſabouresto Athens with Arti⸗ 
cles of peace, and there to the commodity of both parties a 
peace was concluded. Date of other Cities ofGrece came 
The malyce ambaſſaders alſo,notſo muche fo2 deſire of his frendſhyp 
of the Theba as ſoꝛ feare of warre. Foz the Thebanes and Beotians ot 
neg. very rancoꝛ and malice that bopled in their ſtomackes, re- 
quefted him to ſhew him ſelife as captaine of Grece againſt 
thePhocenſes,acco2bing as he had pꝛoleſſed himſelf to be. 
Sofoze were they inflamed with hatred againſte the Pho⸗ 
cenſes, that vtterly fozgetting their llaughters, they 
had rather peariſhe them ſelues then to ſuffer them vnde- 
ſtroped, and had rather to abide the cruelty ol philip which 
they knew all redy by experience, then by anye meanes to 
foꝛbear their enemies. On the contrary part the Phocenſees 
The milcra- wyth thambaſſadours of Lace.and Athens, beſought hym 
die ſtate ot that be would not make warre, the whyche they hadde all 
Grece. ready iui.times bought of at his hand with their monpe. 
Surely it was a foule and miſerable ſight,to behold Grete 
(which euen pet at that time bothe in ſtrength and dignity 
was pꝛinceſſe of the whole woꝛld al à conquereſſe of 
kinges and countries and as yet the of many cities, 
daunſing attendaunce in a fozain land, and there entreting 
foʒ warre oꝛ peace, to put her hed vnder a nother mannes 
rdle. And that the reuengers ol the whole wozld, ſhould 
e bzought to that poynte thꝛough their own diſcoꝛde, and 
ctuit warres that they were glad to fawne and hang vpon 
their leues,who not longe beſoꝛe were accompted as the 
vileſt part of their retinue and hangers on:and that in eſpe 
cially tobe don of the Thebanes and Lacedemontans, who 
lately befoze ruled the whole roſt betwirt them, and now 
inthe time that Grete bare the ſouerainty, wer enemyes 
one ofanothers eftate., | 
Philip in the meane ſeaſon foz the aduauncement — his 
owne

owne glozp debated asconcerninge the pꝛeheminence and 
eſtate of ſo mighty cities, deuiſing ot which he were beſt to The ſuttie v⸗ 
make moſt accompt; And therfoze when he had ſeacreatly cog of Phi» 
heard thambaſſades of both partes ſeuerally, he pꝛomiſed li 
the one to diſcharge them of the warres taking an othe of 

them, not to bew2ap his anſwer to anye man. On the con⸗ 

trary part he pꝛomiſed the other to come and helpe them, 
geuing both parties ſtraight charge and commaundemkt, 
not to fear 02 pꝛepare fo2 any warre. Thꝛough this varta- 
ble anſwer it came to paſſe, that while euerye man kepte 


him ſelf in quiet, he tone the ſtraightes of T hermopile. Then 


firſt ofall the Phocenſes, perteiuing them ſelues entrapped 


by the pollicyofPhilip,fearfully tooke them to their wea- 
pons. But they had no leiſure, either to furniſh their owne 
battels oꝛ to ſend fo2 ſuccoz to their neighboꝛs. And Philip 
thzeatnedh he would vtterly deſtroy them, onleſſe they yel- Shiupkepett 
ded Being therfo2e — 8 
they them ſelnes ſimply their lines only ſaued. But 
euen of as muche fo:ce was this compoſition ,as was hys 
pꝛomiſe befoze to diſcharge them of the warres. Therloꝛe 
they were euery wher ſlamn and ſpoiled. The childꝛen wer 
not left to their parents. noꝛ the winesto their huſbands, 
no2 the Images of the Goddes in the temples. One onlye 
tomłoꝛt had this wꝛetched people, that wheras Philip de- 
frauded his owne companions of their parte ofthe p2aye, 
theyſaw nothing of theirs in their enemyes hands. When 
be was returned into his kingdome , like as Graſters ſhift

battel, and from neade of help. Pattheptherfo:c lending þ 
Macedones home again, willed them to bear woꝛd to their 
maſter, that he neither requeſted him of luctoure, noꝛ yet 
gaue the Apollonienſes commiſſion to adopte him. Fo2 nep- 
ther had the Scythiansneade of the reſknes of the Pace- 
dones ſeinge they were better men then they were, and as 
foꝛ heir he wanted none noꝛ none wold adopt, as longe as 
he had a ſonne ol his owne in health. Upon the receyte of 
this meſſage Philip ſent ambaCadours to kinge Patthey 
requiring ſomwhat towarde the charges of his ſiege, leaſt 
he be conffrained thꝛough ponexty to bzeake vp his camp. 
To the which requeſt he ought of reaſon fo much the wil⸗ 
linglier to condeſcend, in that he did not allowe the ſduldi⸗ 
ers that he ſent to his aid ſo much as their coſtes and ſpen 
dinge monye by the waye, noꝛ gaue them any rewarde foz 
their trauel and paines taking. Patthey alledging foꝛ hys 
excuſe that his countrye was ſo vnmertitullye colde and ſo 
barrain, that no Scythian had any patrimonye to enryche 
him, no noꝛ ſkarſe wherwith to finde him meat and dꝛink: 
aunfwered that he had no richeſle wher with to ſatiſſpe ſo 
great a king, and therloꝛe he thought it a greater diſhonoz 
to reward him with to little, then to geue him nothinge at 


all Fo? the Scythians were eſtemed accoꝛding to the cou⸗ 


rage of the minde and hardineſle of the bodye, and not ac- 
coꝛding to their ſubſtaunce. Philip ſeing him ſelfe ſnoꝛned 
in this wile, bꝛake vp his ſiege at Byzance,+ bent his whole 
power againſte Scytbia: And fo2 betauſe he woulde make 
them the moze carelefſe he ſent his ambaſſadoures beſoʒe 
bim to declare vnto kinge Matthey, that while he befieged 
Byzance,he vowed an Image vnto the whych he 
was tõming to erea in the mouth of the riuer ot Danow, 
deſiringe to haue peaceable acteſſe to the of 
his vow to God warde,foz he would not come othcrwyſe 
Nr 
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that if he wold perloꝛme his vow, he ſhuld ſend him the J- 
mage, pꝛomiſing that it ſhoulde not onlye be ſet vp, but al 
ſo ſhould remaine and ſtand ſafe and vnuiolated. But as to 
ſuffer any army to come within his boꝛders, that he deni⸗ 
ed vtterly. And if he woulde attempte to place the Image 
whether the scythians would oz no, he ſhould not be ſo ſone 
gone, but he wonlde pull it do wne againe, and tourne the 
bꝛaſſe of it into ſpear heads and arowe heads. The mindes 
of bothe parties being in this wiſe ſtirred they encountred 


in open fielde. The scytbias wheras they were ol greater 


power and mo in nomber, were neucrtheleſſe by the polli⸗ 
cy of Phillip ouercome. Twenty thouſande women chil- 
dꝛen were taken pꝛiſoners, and a great booty of cattel, but 
of golde and ſiluer nothing at al, which was a ſufficient tri⸗ 
all and pꝛofe of the pouerty of the Scythians. Twenty . 
fayze ares were ſent into Macedene to bꝛede. But as Phi⸗ 
lip returned out of Scythi, the Tribals met him by the way, 
denying him paſſage thꝛough their coũtry, onleſſe he wold 
geue them part of his boty. Here vpon they fel to woꝛdes, 
and ſone after to hand ſtrokes. In the which ſkirmiſh Phi⸗ 
lip was ſo ſoꝛe wounded in the thighe, that hys hoꝛſe was 
flain vnder him, and he left fo2 dead, by meanes wherof 5 
boty was loſt, So the boty of Scythia being as it were foze⸗ 
ſpoken, had like to haue tourned the Macedones to greate ſo⸗ 
rowe. Vet notwithſtandinge aſſone as he was recouered ol 


his wound, he made warre againſt the Athentens p which 


he hadde ſo longe time befo2e diſſembled. Whoſe parte the 


Thebanes toke,fo2 fear leaſt if the Atheniens were ouer- 


come, the bꝛunt of the warre, lyke as when one neighboꝛs 


houſe is on fire)ſhould enſue vpon them. A league therfo2e 


being taken betwene theſe two cities, which a little befoꝛe 
were at moſt moꝛtal hatred, they ſent ambaſſade vpon am 
baſſade oner all Grece perſwading that the common ene⸗ 
mp ought to be remoued by the common fo2ce of the coun⸗ 
try, Fo2 if Philip ſhuld happen to ſpede wel at the firſt. He 
would neuer ceaſe, vntill he had ſubdued all Grete. Some

ut came to theneounter. Although the Atheniens were far

The atheniẽs the Pacedones were ſo hardened with continual warfare 
ie that they put them to the woꝛſe. Howe be it they died not 
pid. vnmindkull of their auncient glozpe. Fo2 looke what place 
enueryman tooke of his Captaine to kepe, the ſame(beynge 

firſt wounded in ders places of his fo2cparte) he couered 

with his carkaſe when he died. This dave ended the re- 

n2wn of the Empire and the auncient liberty of al Grete. 

The op ot this vidoꝛp was pollitikelye cloked and diſſem⸗ 

The poilttihe bled. Fo2 that daye Phillip made not ſacrifice as he t as 
. diſſimulaticon wont to dos, he laughed not at the table he would not ſuf⸗ 
Ao PUL- fer any enterludes at his banket he ware no Crowne noꝛ 
anoynted him ſelfe with ſwete oyntmentes, and as muche 

as lay in his power, he ſo vſed the victoꝛv, that no mi could 

perteiue by him that he had won the vico2y, Pozeouer he 

would not ſuffer him ſclf to be called the king, but the cap- 

tain of Grece. And ſo thꝛough his ſecret reioplſing with him 

ſelf, he ſo mitigated the ſo2ow of his enemies, that it ſemed 

not that he either boſted him ſelfamong his owne men, oꝛ 

pꝛoudly retoyſed at the ouerthꝛow of his ennemies. Fo2 as 

The gentle: touching the Atheniens,whom he had tried fo be his moſt 
nen ofDhilltp vtter enemies. he let go their pꝛiſoners ſkotfre,and deliue⸗ 
towardes the red the bodies of ſuch as were ſlain to be buried and of hys 
aryeniens. gown accoꝛd erhoꝛted them to carve home their bones, and 
beſtow them in the ſepulchꝛes of their anceſtoꝛs.

The Atheniens thought it a miſerable ſight, 
and therfoze they opened their gates foz the refuge ot ſuch 
as eſkaped by ſlying, conti rary to the kinges pꝛohibition.

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ſeconde time when their ambaſado2s came to entreate foz 
peace again, he remitted their offence,vpon condition they 
chuld yeld into his hands their captains and oꝛatoꝛs, vpon 
truſt ot whom they did ſo often rebell. The Atheniens be⸗ 
ing redy to fulfil his commaundement, betauſe they wold 
not be conſtrained to haue warre with him, the matter 
was bꝛought to this iſue, that they ſhould kepe ſtill thepz 
oꝛatoꝛs and baniſhe their captaines: who incontinontly ta⸗ 
* king their way to Darius, did nut a litle encreaſe y ſtrength 
ber that in che ol the Perllans. ben bethuld ſetfaztbh toward 5; warres 
laſt doke is in Perſia, he put to death ali his mother in lawes kinſme, 
talled Codo⸗ whom Philip had aduaunced to great pꝛomotions ſ made 
alexander ſet» rulerx ut᷑ coũtries: neither ſpared he ſuch of his own kinred 
teth an ozvee ds ſemed mete to bear rule, leaſt any occaſion bf rebellyon 
in his king ⸗ ſhuld remain in Pacedone, while he was making warre a 
_ far ol. Such kings alſo as wer tributaries wer vfany wil 
dom and pollicy,he toke with him to the warres leauing 

old men to gouern his kingdbat home. Then when he had 

gotten his men of war together, he fraightedhisThipsand 

5 embarked his hoſt. Dut ol þ which beholding Alia a far of, 
"The noble © he was wonderfully endamed in his cozage,x made rii.al- 
bart of alexa £ares tothe Gods as a vowe ſoꝛ proſperous ſacceſſe in hys 
der, warres. All thinheritansy he had in Pacedone 2 Europe, 
he parted among his frends,ſapingy Aſia was inough fo: 
himſelf. Befoꝛe 2̊ any ſail departed fro the ſhoꝛe, he flue ſa- 
crifices making his pꝛaper ſoꝛ victozye by battell,as by the 
which he was left to be the reuenger ofGrece ſo oftẽtimes 
befoze aſſailed of the Perſians, whoſe monarch had cõtinu⸗ 
ed now long tnough,+ was come to his perfect ripenelle . 
therfoze it was high time fo2 other to take the roum that 
tould ſerue the turne better. Neither was his army of leſſe 
courage then the king him ſelf, Foz they al foꝛgetting their 
wines childꝛen, and ỹ they ſhuld make war far fr home, 
made as ſure accopt of the gold of the Perſians , and ol the 
richeſſe of the whole Caſt as iſ it had ben their owne al re⸗ 
dy, thinking nothinge ol the daungers ol the warre, but on

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the great richelle. Aſſone as they were come to land, Alex» 
ander firſt ot all thꝛew a dart as it wer into his ennempes 
land, and in his armoꝛ lept out of his ſhip in maner of dan⸗ 
ſing, and ſo killed his ſacriſices, pꝛaping the goddes y thoſe 
countrics might willinglye reteiue him as their kynge. In 
the ſame place alſo he did obſequies at the tombes ot them 
that were flainat the battel ol Troy. Then ſougbte he foz 
his enemp, ſtraightly charging his Souldioures, that they 
made no waſt in the country of Aſia, ſaying it was but re- 
ſon to ſpare that that was their own,and p they ought not 
to make hauock of thoſe things that they came to poſſeſſe. 
In his army wer two and xxx. thouſand foote men. iii. P. 
and v. C. hoꝛſemen, and a C.foure ſkoze and two ſhips. It 
is to be doubted whether it were moꝛe to be wondꝛed at, alexander 
that with ſo (mall a handfull of men he conquered þ whole hoe. 
wozld, o2 that he durſte ones geue thenterpꝛiſe to attempt 
{t:conſidering that to ſo dangerous a warfare he choſe, not 
luſty pong men and ſuch as wer in the flour al pouthe, but 
old wozn ſouldiers, and ſuch wberof many by reſon of their 
peres,werpzfucledgeds exempted from the wars, whiche 
bad ſerued vnder his father and vnder his vncles, ſo that a 
man wauld haue thought he had not picked out ſouldiers, 
but rather maſters of cheualry.Moꝛtouer none hadde the 
leading of any band that was not lx. yeares old. So that ii 
bad beheld the chief officers ol his campe, ve mold haue 
ve had ſene the ſenate of ſome auncient comon welth. 
Zherfo:e there was no man that thought of rũning away 
but of getting the victoꝛp, noꝛ there was not anye that put 
bis truſt in his legges but in his armes. On the other ſide, Te — 
Darius king of Perſia truſting in hys ownftrength, wold mie? of 
do nothing by pollicy,affirming that it was not beſeminge 
fo2 him and his to deuiſe with them ſelues to ſteal the vic⸗ 
toꝛy, noꝛ pet to keepe his ennemp out of the boꝛders of hys 
kingdom but rather to receiue him into the bowels ol hys 
realme:thincking it ſhould be moze to his honoz to expulſe 
vnn pertoꝛte, then not to ſuffer * to entet. —

lexander as by the puiſſaunce of the Pacedones , tourned 
their backes and fled.Great therfoze was the ſlaughter of 
the Perſians. Df Alexanders hoſte wer flainir.footemen, 
and a C. and rr. hoꝛſmen. home the king the moꝛe to en 
courage the reſidue of his ſouldioures ſumptuouſty buried 
and ſet vp their Images on hoꝛſback on their tombes, and 
gaue great fraunchiſes and pꝛiuiledges to their kinſfolke. 
After this vico2p the moze parte of Aſia fel vnto hym. He 
fought many battels alſo with the lienetenants ol Darius, 
whome he now vanquiſhed not ſo muche by ſoꝛce, as with 
the terroz of his name. While theſe thinges were a doing, 
lu the meane time Alexander was infozmed by the confeb 
ſpon of a pꝛiſoner, that Alexander af Lynceſtes the ſonne in 
law of oitipater, whome he had leſt his vicegerent in Pace- 
done, went about to woꝛke treſon againſt him. Foz which 
cauſe fearmg that it he ſhould put him to death, there wold 
riſe ſumme commotion in acedone, he put hym inſafeke- 
ping. This doone he marched towarde the titye Cordis, the 


Okthecitye which is ſituate betwene the greater and the leſſer Phꝛy⸗ 
Gozdis and ot gig. Che deſire that Alexander had to get this city into his

cauſe he hard ſay that in that City in the temple ol Jupiter, 


was the poke of Gordivs waine the knot wherof whoſoener 
could vndoo ſhould be king ol all Aſia, as the auncient D- 
racles had pꝛopheſped. The occaſion and oꝛiginall hereof 


was this. As one Cordius was going to plough in the coun 


try, with Dren that he hav hir ed, birdes ofall ſozts began 
to fite about him. Mhervppon as he went to aſke counſell 
of the Southſapers ofthe city ther by, in the gate he mette 
with a maid ol excellent beautye, and demaundynge ot her 
what Southſaper he were beft to goo to. hen ſhe heard 
thoccaſion wherfo2e he woulde aſke counſell, beinge ſeens 
ber ſelfe in the ſcience by thenſtruction of her * and 

mother, 


et 
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mother he anſwered that it meaned he ſhonld bea kinge, 
and there vpon offred her ſelle to be his partaker bothe of 
wedlock and of the kingdom v was bebighted. Me thought 
bimſelf happy to baue ſuche a faire otter at the ürſt entrye 
ol his kingdome. After the marriage , the Phrygians fell ak 
diſcoꝛd among them ſetues. And when they aſked. counſell 


of the Oꝛacle how they mighte bꝛinge it to an end, anſwer 
was made that they could not end their controuerſies with 


out the healpe of a king Demaunding again as touchinge 


piter in a cart, and to take him fo2 their king. The firſt man 
that they met, was this gordius where vppon immediatlye 
they ſaluted bim by the — ol king. The cart whcrin he 
rode when the kingdome was laid vppon hum he ſet in the 
temple of Jupiter, and conſecrated it ſoꝛ an offeringe , as:

After this man raigned his ſonne Midas, who being tra⸗ 
ded vp byOrpheys in manye ſuperſtitious Ceremonies, fil- 
led all the realme full of ſectes of religion, by the whyche 
be ined moꝛe in ſalegarde all his lile then by his thiualry. 
Alexander therſoze hauinge taken the Towne, when he 
came into the temple of Jupiter, immediatipe enquired fo2 
the poke of the Maine:the whiche being bꝛoughte befo2e 
him, when he ſawe he coulde not finde the end ofthe thon⸗ 


ges that wer bidden within the wꝛethes, conſtraining the

Onlye there 
was one of his Phiũ tians named Philip, which wold take 
vpon him to warrant tu make him whole again. And pet 
the ſame Phiſttion was had in great miſtruſt, by reaſon of 
the letters lent the daye be loꝛe oute of Cappazocid from Pare 
memo. Who knowing nothing of Alexanders miſchaunce, 

wꝛote vnto him to beware of Philip the Philition , fo2 he 
was co2rupted by Darius foꝛ a great ſumme of mony. Pet 
not withſtanding he thought it moꝛe ſoz bis ſafegard to e64 
mit himſeit᷑ to the phifttion though he moꝛe then halte ſa 
pected him of treaſan, then to abide the daunger of his di⸗⸗ 
caſe, wherof ther was no way but death. Thertoꝛe de toke 
the dzinke that the Phiſition had made him and delluered 
him the letter, and as he dꝛank, he beheld his face ſtedfalt- 
ly to ſe what countenance de wold make at the reding of it 
UWhenhe ſawe him vnabaſhed, he was glad ol it, and the 
iui.day after recouered his bealthe. Darius therfoze'wyth-

Herevpon he grew to ſuche an hautineſſe, and ſo wonder⸗ 
ful an arrogancy was rooted in his ſtomac ke, that the gen⸗ 
tlenefſe which he had learned by the literature ofß grekes 
and the enſtructions ot the Pacedones , was quite raſed

Tye building it with Pacedones, oꝛdeining it to be the hed city ol Egipt 
of alexandzia Darius being eſkaped to Babilon, ſent his letters to Alex⸗ 
in E git. ander, deũtring him of liberty to ranſome the women that 
wer bis pꝛiſoners, and foz their raunſom he p2ofered him a 
great ſum of mony. Howbeit Alexander would not take a 
nom piece of mony fo their ranſome, but the whole kingdome. 
Fcrs to Da Mithin a while after came a nother letter fro Darius to 
rius letters Alexander, wherin he p2oferredhimone of his daughters 
in martage,t a poꝛtion of bis kingds. Alexander wꝛot vnto 

him again,y thoſe things that be offred him wer hys own 
alredy,wherfoze he willed him to come t ſubmit himſelk, e 

to put thoꝛdering of his kingdom to the diſcretion ot his fo 

uerain. Then being paſt al hope of peace, Darius adzefſed 

himſelt again to the warres,and with 40000:fotemen, t& 

.1o0000, hoz\men marched toward Alexander. In his tourny

Who being with much a do waked by Parmemo, e beyng 
aſked how it chaneed p he ſlept ſo ſoundiy in ſs d a 
time, ſeing he was woͤt to ſleepe but litle euen whẽ he was 
moſt at his harts eaſe, ſaid he Was delluered of a great feat 
and 5ᷣ he ſlept vpon a ſodain quietnes that came vpon him, 
becauſe he ſhould encoũter withal the whole power of Da 
rius together:ſoꝛ be was afraid leaſte the ar ſhould haue 
ben pꝛolonged, if thePerſtans had deuided their hoſte. Be- 
foze the battel eche armpe ſtode in the ſighte ol other. The 
Pacedones wod2ed toſs the great nöber of their enemies 
their goodly perfonages,x their rich #cofffi armoz. On the 
other ſide the Perſians wer amaſed to thinke how ſo fewe 
ſhuld ouertome fomany thouſandes as they had, The caps 
taines went buſelpabout to viewe their bandes, and ſee e- 
ueryman kepe good oꝛder. Darius told his ſouldiers „that 
if they were deuided, they wer mo then ten to one of theyꝛ 
ennemies. Alexander willed the Bacedones not to be aba- 
ſhed at the multitude ol their ennemies, at the hugeneſſe 
of their bodies, noz at the ſtraungeneſſe of they conloure, 
onlye he wolde haue them to remember, that this was the 
tit, time they foughte with them and thatithey thoulde not 
think them tabe become better men by reſon of runnyng 
awap,coſidering they ſhuld bzinginto the battel with *

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fo ſozowfula remembꝛans of their own difcorfifitures, aud 
ofſo muche bloudſhed as they had gon away with in the li. 
fozmer confiicts, And as ius had the greater nomber ol 
men:ſo had he himſelf the greater ſtrength.

eſkape, as wel as it had beene foz him ſelfe. Alexander en⸗ 
terp2iſedſuch thinges as were moſt daungerous , +where 

he law his enemies thickeſt and fighting ſharpeſt, thither 

would he euer thꝛuſt himſelf in among them to bꝛeak the 

pꝛeaſe, deſirous alwates to take ſuch things as were moſt 

dangerous to himſelf, and not to leaue tbe to his ſonidiers. 

By this battel he toke awaythempire of all Aſia, the fifth 
— yere after he began to raign,Whoſe felicity was fo great, 
ptre of Mare that no man hereafter durſt rebel, and the Perſians them 
dener. ſelues alter ſo many peres continuance of their monarchie 
paciently receiued the poke of bondage. Mhen he had re-

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Alto he wanPerſepolis the hed citp of the kingdome of per⸗ 
ſia, a city that had continued famous and notable manp pe⸗ 
res together and ſtuffed with the ſpoiles of p whole world 
which was not ſene befo2e the taking therof, While theſe 
thinges were a doing about viii C. Grekes came to Aler- 
ander, whiche in the time of their captiuitye, beſtdes other 
greuous puniſhments, had had certain of their limbes and 
members of their bodies cut ot᷑:requeſtring him that as he 
had reuenged Grece, ſo he would alſo reuenge them ol the 
cruelty ot their enemies, and ſet them at liberty. When he 
would haue geuen them licence to return home into their 
countries, they choſe rather to tarp ftill and take certayne 
landes, leaſt they ſhuld not ſo much reioyce their frends as 
make them abhoꝛre to loke bpon them. 

In the meane ſeaſon to win the conquer oꝛs fauoꝛ with- 
all, Darius own kinſmen bound him in ketters and chains

of gold, in a village of the Parthians called Te. A think it ters ot gold, 


was euen the oꝛdinaunce and diſpoſition 
Ponarche of the Perſians ſhould take his end in the lande 
of them that ſhould ſuccede in the Empire. Alexander alſo 
the nert moꝛow folowing after vpon the ſpurre, had intel 
ligence that Darius was conneted ont by night in a lyter, 
whervpon commaunding the reſidue ol his hofte to folow 
after with as much ſpede as they coulde conuenientlye, he 
tooke vii. P.of his hoꝛſmen, and purſued him. In his four- 
ney he fought many daungerous battels,and when he had 
ridden many a mile, and could hear no inklingesfDarins, 
as his hoꝛſes were a baiting,one of his ſouldioures goyng 
down to a watering therby, founde Darius in a litter ſtri- 
ken thꝛou gh with many woundes, but as pet a liue. Who 
callinge to him the Souldioure, when he perceyued by hys 
ſpeche that he was one of his owne countrye men, he ſayde

it was a comfozt to him being in the taſe that he was, that ,| Darius gt 
be ſhonld ſpeake to one that could bnderſfand him andnot dys deathe, 
vtter his laſt woꝛdes in vaine. 


Pe bad him ſay vnto Alexãder in his name, that he died 
a great 
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a great detto2ofhis without any deſert of his owne parte, 
foz as much as he had foud him like a king and not like an 
enemy towards his wife and childꝛen, and that it was hys 
* chaunce to be better entreated of bis ennemp, then of hys 
owne kin. Fo2 wheras his enemphad geuen his wyfe and 
childꝛen life,his kinſfolk to whome he had geuen both lyfe 
and kingvoms, had vnnaturally bereft him of his life. Fo2 
the which his doinges, he rend2ed him ſuche thankes as he 
himſelf hauing the victozy liſteth to accept. This onlye one 
thing(which lay in his power to do foz him nowe lyinge at 
the poynt of death would he do ſoꝛ Alexander, as inrecom 
pence ofhis good turnes, that is, ta pꝛap ts the powers ce- 
leſtiall, and the powers internall, and the Gods of kinges, 
to geue him vico2p and dominion of the whole woꝛlde. As 
to2 himſelf he deſired nothing, but that it might be his ple⸗ 
{ure to graunte him burtall,as of righte he oughte to haue 
without grudge. And as touching the reuengement of hys 
death, it was now no parte of his care, but fo; exaples ſake 
the common caſe of all hinges, the whiche ta neglecte as it 
thould be diſhonozableto him, ſo might it turne to hys vt- 
ter perill. Fo2 on the one part, this caſe concerneth his Ju⸗ 
ſtice, and on the other it toucheth his owne vtility and pꝛo⸗ 
lit. In token wherof as an only pledge of the faith and ho- 
no2 of a king; he gaue his right hand to cary vnto Alexan⸗ 
der. At thoſe wozds he ſtretched out his hand and gaue vp 
the goſte. The which when Alexander hard ol, he came ta 
ſee his body as he lay dead, and he wept to beholde ſo 
woꝛthye an eſtate, come vnto ſo vnwoꝛthve a 
death. Mherfoꝛe he cauſed his body to be 
entred with ali ſolempnitve like a 
kinge , and his reliques to be 
conueped into the Sepul⸗ 
thꝛes of his aunce⸗ 
ſtoures.

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Lexander beſtowed great coft in buryinge of his 
„A ſouldiours that were flaine in purfaingDarius,+ 
tothe reſidne of his companpe he departed wyth 
rv. Þ.talets, The greater part of his hozſes was 
founder ed with heat, and ſuch as remained were able to do 
no ſerutce. The whole ſumme ofthe mony gotten alate by 
this victoꝛp, was a hundꝛed and thꝛe and fifty thonſand ta- 
lents, wherof Parmcr/o was made treaſurer, Whyle theeſe Letters of 
things wer a dotnges,letters were bꝛought from Antipa- Antipater, 
ter out of Pacedone,the tenoz wherof contained p warten {Fr 07, 
of Agis king of the Spartans in Grece, of Alexander king 
of Epire in Italp, and ot his lienctenaunt Soppꝛon in Sci⸗ 
thia. The which made him ſomewhat to muſe. Neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe when he had wel diſgeſted the natures ofthe ti. kings 
his enuiers he was moꝛe glad of the loffe of them, then ſo⸗ 
rpe fo2 the loſle al his armye and his captaine Sopir yon. 
Fo: after that Alexander had taken his iourney, almooſte 
all Grece fell to revellionin hope to recouer their liberty, . 
enſuinge the enſample ofthe Lacedemonians,whyche a⸗ in ON 
lonelye fo2ſooke the peace, and deſpiſed the oꝛders taken 
bothe by Phillip and Alexander. Captaine and ringleader 
of thys Commotion, was Agis kinge of the Lacedemont- 
ans. The whiche tamulte Antipater ſuppꝛeſſed with: ſache 
power as he had raiſed, euen in the very riſinge therok. 
Pet notwithſtandinge there was great ſlaughter on both 
partes. Ring Agis when he ſaw his mẽ put to flight, fo the 
entent that all be it he coulde not haue as good fo2tune as The vauant⸗ 
Alexander he mighte not ſeeme inferioure to him in con- ncfſe of kinge 


rage,ſentawaye his garde and him ſelfealone made ſuche agis. 

laughter ol his ennemies that ſometime he put to fipghte 
whole bandes at ones. At the laſte althoughe he were op-

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Furthermoze Alerader king ol Eppꝛe, being ſct info Italy 
fo2 to aid the Tarentines againſt the Bꝛutianes, toke y vi⸗ 
age vppon him with ſo good a will, as thoughe the whole 
woꝛlde ſhould haue beene deuided, and that Alexander the 
ſonne of his ſiſter Olympias ſhoulde haue had the Caſt foꝛ 
his part, and himſelf the Weſt:entendinge to haue no lefſe 
a doo in Italy Atfrike and Sicil, then the other ſhuld haue 
to do in Aſia amonge the Perſtans. And beſides thys, lyke 
as the Ozacle at Delphos had pꝛopheſied vnto great Alex- 
ander, that his deſtruction ſhuld be wꝛought in Pacedone, 
euen ſo the Oꝛacle of Jupiter of Dodone had told this Aler- 


ander, that the city Powoſe and the riuer acheruſe ſhoulde be

Nowe foz as much as bothe of them were in Epyꝛe, not 
knowing that they were in Italy allo, to thentent to auoyd 
the daunger of his deſteny he gladly enterpꝛyſed warre in 
a ſtraunge land, Therfoze when he came into Italpe, the 
firſte warre that he had was with the Appuliau:but when 
he vnderſtode the deſteniessf their City, he entred a leage 
and amity with their king, Foꝛ at that time the head City 
of Appulia was Bꝛunduſe, the which was founded by the 
Aetolians vnder the conducte of Dyomedes that famous 
captaine foꝛ hys renowmedactes at the battell of Trope. 


But being expulſed by thappulians, they aſked counſell of 
the Oꝛacles. Where anſwer was made, that they ſhoulde 


poſſeſſe the place that they required, ſoꝛ euer. Here vppon 
they required thappultans by their ambaſſadoꝛs to render 
their Cityeagatine, oꝛ elſſe they thzeatned to make ſharpe 
warre vpon them. The Appulians hauynge knowledge of 
the anſwer ofthe Oꝛacle, ſlew the ambaſſadonres and bu⸗ 
ried them in the Citye,there to haue their dwellinge fo e⸗ 
uer, and ſo hauing diſpatched the meaninge of the D2acle, 
they enioped the Citya great time. The which dede when 
Alexander of Epyꝛe knew of,fo2 reuerfce to the deſtinies 
of ſo long continuaunce, he made no moꝛe warre to the Ap⸗ 
pulians, 

Then 
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Then made he warre with the Brutiarrs and Lucares, c won 
many cities of theirs. Alſo he concluded a peace and frend⸗ 
ſhip with the Merapontines,Rutiliars and Romains. But the ae xander 
Brutians and Lucaes hauing gotten hope of their neighbo2s king cf epyꝛe 
fierfip renewed the warres againe, There the kingneare is wounded 
vnto the cityeP.ordoſe and the riuer Acheruſe was wounded do deathe 
to drathe not knowing the name ol his fatall place, beſoꝛe 
he was llaine and when he ſhould die, he perceiued that in 
his own country was no nead foꝛ him to fear death, fo2 the 
whiche cauſe he had foꝛſaken his countrye. The Tyꝛians 
raunſomed his body at the charges of their cityand buried 
it honoꝛably. Mhile theſe things wer in doing in Italy. 20. The death of 
orion allo whome Alexander the great had lefte pꝛeſident zoppꝛion pꝛe⸗ 
of Pontus, thinking himſelt diſhonoꝛed if he laye ſtill and at- ſident ol Pon 
tempted nothinge raiſed an army of rr. . ſouldiers, and dus. 

jade war to the Scythians., Mhere being ſlaine wythal his 
hoſte he fuffred due puniſhment foꝛ making war ſo rachly 
againſte an vnburtfull kinde of people, When tidinges of 
theſe thinges were bꝛought vnto Alexander into Pethia, he 
made himſelt very ſo2y fo: the death of his coſenAlcrader, 
and commaunded al his hoft to moꝛne foꝛ him by the ſpace 
of ili. daies. After this, as though the warre had ben ended 
in the death of Darius, when all men toked to returne into 
their countries all readye after a ſoꝛt embꝛaſinge in theyꝛ 
mindes their wines and childzen . Alexander ſommoned 
his ſouldiers together, perlwading with them that al thoſe 
battels were to no cffect that were paſte, if the barbarous x1ecanver en 
nations of the Eaſt ſhould eſkape vntonched:fo2 he deſired courageth his 
not Darius body but his kingdome, and all ſuche ought to Cane 
be purſued as foꝛſoke their obedience to the kingdome. 1 
When he had by this oꝛation quickned the mindes ol hys 
ſouldioures a new, he ſubdued H 3reoric and the Medes. In p 
lame countrye met him Thaleſtris otherwiſe named Mynoſe Thalcſtris 
bea the Quene ol the Au#zones with CCC.

the kings of Perſia, which thing was neuer known amõg 
the kings of Pacedone befoze that time. And becauſe they 
ſhuld not diſdain him p moꝛe fo2 doing theſe things alone, 
to thentent he might connterfet the Perſians aſwell in ex⸗ 
ceſſe of apparel as in exceſſe ot fare, he alſo commanded hys 
frends to wear log robes of cloth of gold x of ſkarlet, Moꝛe 
oucr he ſpent the nights in daliance among the kings cõcu⸗ 
bines, which wer women of moſt excellent beaty, eft with 
one and cft witg another as their turnes came about. And 
foꝛ fear leaſt thꝛough wit of delitious fare, he ſhuld not be 
able to hold with his venerus daliãces t paſtimes he made 
ſumptuous feaſts t bankets, and ther vnto deuiſed pꝛincely 
ſhowes x pageants, quite foꝛgetting y by ſuche meanes, ri⸗ 
ches are wont to be conſumed x waikcd, not gotte oꝛ pꝛe⸗ 


al the camp v he held ſo ſoꝛe degenerate frõ his father phi⸗ 
lip, v in manner he diſdained ones to heare his country nas 
med, e ſhuld take vpon him the maners t cuſtomes of the 
Perſians,whdo foz ſuch maners # caſtoms he had ſubdued. 
But fo2 becauſe he would not ſeme to haue velded him ſell 
to the vices of them whoe he had ſubdued by battell alone, 
he gane his ſouldiers licens,(ifany of the wer delited with 
the capany ofthetrp2iſoners,)to mary them to their wines 
thinking that they would haue lefſe minde of home, if they 
had in their tents as it were an image 02 repꝛeſentation of 
their houſhold gods x dwelling places x alſo that thei wold 
make les accopt of their trauel in p warres fo2 the delite x 
pleſure they had in their wines. Belides this ä — 
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Macedone ſhould not nede to be ſpent ſs muche in ſendyng 


koꝛth ſoldiers to ſupply the nomber ol them that wer ſlain, 
Ifthe pong nouices might ſuccede the old and expert ſoul- 
dicrs their fathers, learning to playe the men of war euen 
in the ſame trenche that they were boꝛn in. And that they 
ſhould pꝛoue the bolder and hardier, if they were not onlye 
tramed vp to the Marres, but allo bꝛoughte vp from the 
ſhel in the camp. The which cuſtome remained alſo among 
the ſucceſſoꝛs of Alexander. Therſoꝛe there was a ſtipend 
appoynted to finde the Childzen with all, and when they 
came to mannes eſtate they had apparel of houſe and har⸗ 
neſſe geuen them, and the fathers had wages alowed the 
accoꝛding to the nomber of their ſonnes. It any ot their fa- 
thers died, oꝛ were ſlain, the Oꝛphanes neuertheleſſe toke 
their fathers wages, whoſe childhode amonge ſo many vi⸗ 
ages was euen a very warfare. Foz being from their ten⸗ 
der peares endured and hardened with continuall trauell 
and pearils, they made the hoſt inuincible, accompting the 
campe fo2 noone other then their countrpe, noꝛ the battell 
lioz anpe other then their aſſured victoꝛpe. The people that 
were thus begotten, were called @pigones : Aſterwarde 
when he had conquered the Parthians , he made ruler s⸗ 
uer them one of the mooſte noble men ofall Perſia named 


Andꝛagoꝛas, from whome the kings ol Parthia did alter?

In the mean ſeſon Alerander began to outrage wſth his

it diſpleaſed him that ſome of them tolde him and rebuked 5 noble men 
him, foꝛ bꝛeaking the cuſtomes of his offences, the ancient foz repzchena 
father Parmenio next vnto the king in eſtate and dignity, — his v2 
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The whiche thinges when they came to Alexanders eare, 
fearing that if the bꝛute hereofſhould be blowen into Mas 
cedone,the gloꝛp of his conqueſts ſhonld be diſtained with 
the ſpot of cruelty, he made as thoughe he were minded to 
ſend certain of his frends into Pacedone to bare home tt- 
dings of his conqueſts exhoꝛting his ſouldiers to wꝛpte to 
their frends,fo2 it wold be long oꝛ they had the like occaſi⸗ 
on again, becauſe they ſhould make warre further of. The 
whiche being doone, he cauſed the packets of letters to be 
bꝛought pꝛiuely vnto him, by the whiche vnderſtanding e⸗ 
uerye mannes judgement of him, he put all thoſe together 
into one band that had any ill opimon of him:entending et- 
ther to conſume them by battel, oꝛels to diſtribute them in 
to new townes that he purpoſed to build in the vttermoſte 
partes ot the woꝛld. Then he ſubdued the Dracams, thekuer⸗ 
gets, the Parimans,the paropamiſſadanes theHygaſpiars and the 

other kindes ol people that inhabite the fote of C uus. 

Beſtus is pu In the meane tune was bꝛoughte vnto him faſte bounde, 
niſhed foz his Ballus one of Darius rendes, who had not only betrated 
txcaſon, the king his maſtcr,butalſo flain him, Whom in reuenge⸗ 
ment of his traiterous aa, he deliuered to Darius bꝛother 

to puniſh him as he thought good, accompting not Darius 

ſo much his enemy, as the frend of Darius that had llayne 

his own maſter. And to thentent he might leaue his name 

behinde him in thoſe countries he butlded a City vpon the 

glexamꝛia kłluer Tanais and named it Alexandꝛia, the wall whereof 
vpoa Tanais beinge vi miles in compaſſe, he finiſhed within xvii. daies, 
remouinge into it the people of i{f,other cities that Cyꝛus 

had builded, Amonge the Segdians and Bactrians alſo he 

builded xli. cities, deſtributing into the all ſuch as he knew 

— — to be ſeditious perſonnes in his hoſte. Theſe thynges thus 
dat d bet brought topaſſe;vponacertainſolempne holye day he bad 
dꝛonkennes hys frendes to a feaſt, wher after the time they had taken 
in a pꝛince. in their cuppes, mention being made among them as con- 
cerninge the actes of kinge Philip, he began to pꝛefer hym 

felfbefoze his fatber extolling the greatneſſe ol hys owne 

dedes,

dedes aboue the ſkies, where vnto the greater parte ot his 
geſtes allented. Therfoze when CH tus one of the old men, 
bpon truſt of the kinges frendſhip;as one that in that refs 
pelt was the chiefeſt about him, toke vpon him to befende 
the fame and renowne of Phillip, ſtanding in the p2apſe of 
his noble actes, he oſtended the kinge ſo ſoꝛe, that he ſnat⸗ 
ched a weapon out of one of his gardes hand and flue hym 
at the table. 

At the which murther trimling, he caſt him in the teth 
as he laye deade with his defendinge of Phillip, and wpth 
the pꝛaiſe and commendation of his fathers warres. But 
after his minde beinge ſatiſfied with the ſlaughter began 
to quiet it ſelle, in ſteads of anger entred aduiſemente, and 
conſidering ſometime whome he had ſlaine and ſometime 
bpon what occaſton he flue him, he began to repent him of 
that he had doone, that he had taken his fathers pꝛayſes in 
ſuche diſpleſure AS beought not to haue taken repꝛochfull 
woꝛdes, lamenting that he ſhould be ſo much ouerſene, as 
to kil bis frend being an old mã, and hauing not treſpaſſed 
againlt him as he was making mery. Ther vppon beynge 
turned with like rage torepentaunce,as he was cue now 
vnto anger, he wiſhed himſelf out of the wozld, 

Firſt he fela weping, then be toke vp the dead body in 


to him as ifhe coulde haue hearde bim, pulled out the wea⸗ 
pon, ſetting it to his ow ne harte, and had ſlaine him ſelle if 
his frendes had not wꝛaſted the weapon out of his hande 

He continued in this wilfulneſſe to die certain dates after. 

Fo2 the moꝛe to augment his ſoꝛow and repentans, came 
to his minde the remembꝛaunce ot Clytus ſiſter who was 
his nourſe, of whom allbeit ſhe was not there, yet was he 
mooſt aſhamed in himſelf, that he had ſo ſhamefully rewar 
ded her foz nourſing ol him as now being man grown and 
a conqueroꝛ, to pꝛeſent her that had boꝛne him in her ar⸗ 
mes all the time that he was a childe, with the coꝛſe of her

dis armes, ſearched his woundes, confefſed his madnellc Things dow 
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Pozeoner he thought with himſelfe what tales and flaun⸗ 
ders he had raiſed of himſelfin his armye,andamonge the 
nations that he had conquered, what a fear and ſecreat ha⸗ 
tred toward himſelf,be had ſtriken into the harts ol his o⸗ 
ther frends, how bitter and lothſom he had made his dton 
table, being not ſo terrible armed in the field as ſitting na⸗ 
ked at his meate. Then came to his remembꝛaunce Parnie- 
mio and Phylotas, then came Amyntas his Siſters ſonne, then 
came his mother in lawe, and her bꝛothers that were put 
to death, then came attalus Eur loehus, panſarias, and other 
nable men ot Pacedone, whole lines he had taken away. 
Hereypon he obſtinatiye foꝛſoke his meate ilit.daies toge⸗ 
ther, vntil his whole hoſt came and intreted him, beſeching 
that he would not fo lament the death of one man, as ther 
by to caſt them all away hauing bzoughte them to ths vt- 
termoſte of the barbarous nations, there to be lefte deſti⸗ 
tute among the middes of tbeir enemies that moſte hated 
them and whome they had ſtirred ther vnto by battell. 
Thus koree of ©reatlyherevntopyofited the iutretaunce and perſwalinn 
” ggquence, oft the Philoſopher Calyſchenes, who had ben familier with 
3 him when they were both ſcholers vnder Ariſtotle, and as 
then lately ſent foz to put his actes in w2ytinge. Therfoze 
When he had ſet his minde againe tothe warres , he recey⸗ 
ued the Cboraſmiais and Dracans by compoſition; Afterward 
to thentent all thinges ſhould be moꝛe ſpiteful,the whiche 
one poynte of ſtatelineſſe taken of the cuſtome of the Per- 
| fjans, he had hitherto delayed, he gaue commaundemente 
A god re: they ſhould no moze ſalute him, but adozehim; Catlyſthenes 
ward of per= Was one of them that ſtoode ſtiſlieſt againſte his parpoſe.

And as though be had dꝛiuẽ his chariot as 
bout N eſtabliſhed the boundes ol his Empire, as 
far as ther was any land habttable, oꝛ as far as the ſea was 
able to be ſailed, with pꝛoſperous winde he entred into the

From thence intendinge to lourney by lande, 
when he heard ſape that in his waye were dꝛye places, he aiexanders 
commaunded pits and pondes to be made in places conue- retourne vn⸗ 
nient as he ſhuld go, wherin finding great plenty of ſwete —— 
water, he returned to Babilon. There many of the natiòs — e 
that he had ſubdued, accuſed their rulers, the whiche Aler⸗ 
ander withoute refpece of frendſhip oꝛ fauoꝛ, cauſed to be 
put to death in the pꝛeſente of the ambaſſadoꝛs. After thys 
he toke to wife Satir the daughter of kinge Darius. Fur ⸗ 
thermoꝛe he choſe out the nobleſt and beutifulleſt ladies x 
gentlewomen of al nations and gaue the to bis noble men 
in mariage:the which he did to thentent that by a comm$6 
fac his own offence ſhuld ſeme the lighter. Then ſummo⸗ 
ned he his armpto a ſermon, wherin he pzemiſed to pap al 
their dets of his ownpurls, to thentent they mighte carye 
home clere their boties and rewards. This libcrality was 
notable not onlp foꝛ the great ſum, but alſo in conſideratts6 
ol the fre geuing therof, And it was as thakfully. receiued 
of the creditoꝛs as of the dettoꝛs, becauſe it was as harde a 
matter foꝛ thone to haue demaunded it, as foꝛ the other to 
haue paid it. Thʒe and twenty thouſand: talents were be- 
ſtowed here abouts, Furthermoze he caſhed the old ſouldi⸗ 
ers and ſupplied their roumes with pong beginners . But 
ſach as wer reteined ſtil, grudging at the diſmiſſing ofthe 
old ſouldters required to be taſhed the ſelues allo, biddinge a exanders 
him pay ths their wages 4 not to tel them ot their yeres foꝛ iyberalitie to 
ſeing they wer choſen into wartare tagether, they thought his ſouldiers 
it but right and duty to be diſcharged together, And nowe 
they came not to him with entretance and humble ſute, as 
by the wap of petition, but with faſing and bꝛacinge. Bid⸗ 
ding him finiſh his warres alone with his father Hamms, 
and then go ſet lighte by his ſouldioures. On the contrarye 
part, ſomtime he chaſtiſed them ſometime he admonyſhed 
them with gentle woꝛdes, that they ſhould not obfuſcate & 
darken their famous conqueſts and aas of cheualry, with

execution with his owne handes. So greate a pacyence in 
ſuffering death did the fear ol a king caſt vpon them, oꝛ els 
the cuſtomable enuringe in the feates of warre gaue bym 
boldneſle to put them to execution. Then called he the Per 
ſtans aſide,and ſpake to them pꝛailing their cõtinual faith 
and obedience, bothe to him and to their kynges in tymes 
paſt. reherſing his benefites towardes them, howe be ne⸗ 
ner accompted them as vanquiſhed but as partakers of 
his victoꝛp, and to be ſhoꝛt how he hadde paſſed into theyz 
lawes and cuſfomes,and not they into the cuſtomes of his 
tountry,and that by ioyning affinitye and aliaunce be had 
made the conquero2s and the conquered a like. And nowe 
be ſaid he would betake the cuſtody of his own perſon, not 
onlpe to the Pacedones but allo vnto them. Whervpon be 

choſe a thouſande of theirluſty men into hys garde, 
another ſoꝛt of them he gaue armoꝛ and wepon vnto, and 
- diſperſed them into his owne hoſt, to thentent they ſhould 
learn thoꝛder ofthe warres ol Pacedone, the which thing 
the Pacedones toke ſoꝛe to hart, that the king ſhuld ſubꝛo⸗ 
gate in their roumes, weping vnto him, deſiring bim to ſa⸗ 
tiſfp himſelf with puniſhing the rather than wyth puttyng 
the toſuche repꝛoche. By the which ſubmiſſion they obtat- 
nedy art.P.of thold ſouldiers were difcharged, and ol hys 
frends wer diſmiſſed becanſe they wer old men.

cruel execution was lately befoze;doone vpon the lieuete⸗ 
naunts of ſondʒy countries, could gather no leſſe by the cir» 
cumſtauns of the pꝛemiſſes, but that he himſelle alſo was 
ſent foꝛ out of Macedone, not to attende vppon hym in bis 
warres, but to be puniſhed as other had vene.

But Pfolomy thzough his induſtry and pollicy got greate 
Th: commen łicheſſe in Egiptc. Fox by his ſinguler modeſtye he bothe 
dation ot᷑ wan the hartes of the Egiptians to him and by his frend- 
8 linefſe and gentle behauioure, he compalled the good wils 
N of the kinges that were his neighboꝛs e dwelt about him. 
Furthermoze he alſo enlarged the bounds of his kingdom 
by conquering the city Cyꝛene, by meanes wherofhe was 
now become a pꝛince ofſuche power, that he hadde not ſo 
muche cauſe to be afrapde ot his enemies, as his enemres 
had cauſe to be a fraid ot him. This citye Cyꝛene was buil⸗ 
The bultding ded by Ariſteus, who foꝛ becauſe he was tounge tyed was 
of Cyzenein ſurnamed Battus , This mannes father called Cyꝛenus, 
Trike. king ol the Jland There, when as moued with ſhame and 
ſoꝛobw that his ſonne being man growen could not ſprake, 
he came to the Dꝛacle at Delphos to make interceſſion to 
God fo2 his ſonne, he receiued an anſwer, wherby his ſone 
Battus was commaunded to go into Atkricke, and builde 
the City Cyzene.there to receiue the vſe oł᷑ ſ peche. a 
Now becauſe that the aunſwerſemedlike a — 
reaſon of the lil:eneſſeof the Iſle Theramene, oute of the 
whiche inhabiters were tommaunded to repaire into Af- 
fricke there to build a city in a country ſo farre ot, the mat⸗ 
ter was lefte of. Afterwarde in pꝛoteſſe of tyme, fo: thep2 
ſtubberneſſe there fell ſuche a Peſtilence amonge them, 
that they were compelled to obep the commanndement of 
the God, whether they would 02 no and there was ſo final 
and flender anoumber of them that they were ſkarſe able 
to furniſhe a ſhip. | 
Een they came into Affricke, both fo2 the pleaſaunt⸗ 
neſſe of the place, and foz the aboundance ot water ſpꝛings 
that there were, they expulſed the inhabiters ol the moun⸗ 
tain Cpꝛa, and plated them ſelues in the ſame place: Ther 
their captain Battus had his tonge ſtringes loſed, and be⸗ 
gan to ſpcake. The whiche thing encouraged they? hartes 
to build vp the reſt of the city in as muche as the God had 
all ready perfozmed part ofhis pꝛomiſes. Therfoze y 
they 
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they had pitched their tentes, they folowed the opinion of 
an old fable. How that Cyꝛene a maid of excellent beautye 
was rauiſhed by Appollo in the mountain Peltus in Thel 
ſaly, and caried from thence to the toppe of the mountain, 
Wheras the God begat her with childe and when ſhe had 
gone her time ſhe was deliuered of um. ſonnes, Nomins, 
Ariſteus, Eutocus, and Ageus, And that her father Hyp⸗ 
ſeus king ef Zheflaly,ſent out men to ſeke her, who being 
allured with the pleſantnelle of the place, abode ſtyll with 
the matd in that country. Ok theſe childꝛen whe they came 
to mannes eſtate, thꝛee retourned into Theſſaly, and en- 
toyed the granndfathers kingdome , Ariſteus had a large 
dominion in Arcadie and firſt taught men the vſeof Bees 
and hony,ofnilke and creame and firſt found out p times 
ol the yeare,when the ſonne is at the higheſt in Sommer, 
and likewiſe at the loweſt in Winter , together with the 
courſes of the other ſtarres. Upon which repozte, Battus 
learninge the name of the matden by the Oꝛacles, builded 
the citye Cyꝛene. Ptolompe therefoꝛe beinge encrcaſed in 
ſtrengthe by the power of this City, pꝛepared foz the war 
againſt Perdicas comming. 

But the hatred that Perdicas had gotten though hys 


pallinge p2ide and ſtatelineſſe, did him mo2c harme then P2tde the da- 


the puiſſaunce of his enemies. Fo2 His owne companions 
bated him ſo ſoꝛe, that they foꝛſoke him and fled by heapes 
with Antipatcr. Neoptolemus alſo beingleft to aid and als 
ſiſt ETmnenes, purpoſed not only to turn vnto thecontrary 
part, but alſo to betray the whole hoſt of his cõplices. The 
whiche pzetence when Emnenes had eſpyed, he had none 
other ſhift but to try the matter by dint o ſwoꝛd agaynſte 
the traitoure. Neoptolemus being vanquiſhed led to An⸗ 
tipater and Polyperchon perſwadinge with them, that if 
they would kepe on their tournye withoute ſtayinge, they 
might fall vpon Emnenes ere he were ware, being nowe 
in top and gladneſſe fo2 his late vico2y, and taking no care 
by reaſon they had put him to flight.

inge. Furthermoꝛe when ſhe was euen geuyng vp her 
ghoſte, it is repoꝛted that ſhe couered her feete wyth her 
garments, and wyth the hear ol her heade, leaſte they that 
ſtode about her might haue ſene any vncomelp ſight 
in her bodye.

his perſon, that in hautineſſe of courage, in knowledge cf 
Philoſophv, and in ſtrength ol body, he farre excelled all 
them by whome the Eaſte was conquered. - Fo2 when ; 
Alexander the greate being veryſoze. moued fo anger cs Of tbe Vo 
gainft Callyſthenes the Philoſopher, fo2 ſpeaking agaynſte jpghenes vns 
the adoꝛing ol him after the manner ofthe Perſtans, had wor ihy pu- 
appeached the ſaid Callyſtbener of treaſon, and there upon wilbment. 
cruellꝝ mangled bim hy cuttinge of bis eares, bys noſe t 
his lippes, that all menne pitied and lamented to behold

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hawe miſerablye he was handled, and mozeouer caried 

tim about with him, ſhutte vp with a dogge in a cage, to 

the terrible enſample of all other. Then Lyfmachus who 

was wont euer befoꝛe to hear C ahſtberes, and to reteiue 

enſtructions of vertue at his hand, taking pity and com- 

paſſion to ſee ſo woꝛthye a manne puniſhed, not foꝛ anye 

fault, but fo2 vſinge his libertpe in ſprakinge, gaue hym 

poyſon to ridde him out ot his calamities. Wherwith A- 

lexander was ſo ſoꝛe agreued, that he commaunded hym 

to be caſt vnto a fierce Lion. But when the Lion at the 

The tonſlan⸗ firſt ſight of him, came running with open mouthe vpon 

cy ofLypſima- him, Ly/imachus wineding his arme in a Towell, thꝛuſte 

chus. his hand into the Lyons mouth, and pulling out his tong 

killed the beaſt. The which thing'when it was declared 

to the kyng, he thought it ſuch a wonder, that he was ap- 

peaſed towardes him, and cuer alter ſette moꝛe ſtoꝛe by 

bim foꝛ his ſo great ſtedfaſtneſſe in vertur. Ly/anachus als 

ſo with a noble courage, toke the deſpight that the kynge 

had doone to him as mekely as ifit had bene done by his 

; owne father. Finally putting quite oute of his minde the 

and kaythkull rememberaunce of this diſpleaſure, Afterwarde in Inde 

ludieci. as the kyng purſued certaine of his ennemies that were 

diſperſed, when he hadde thꝛoughe the ſwiltneſſe of hys 

hoꝛſe loft the companye of all his gard.

Therfoze the Goddes being wozthelye w2athe;and 
turned from them fo2 ia great w ckedneſſe, whe they had 
made warre a long time in Scill to their vtter deffruction

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There they pꝛoteſted befoꝛe God and man, that their co⸗ 

ming was not to offer anv foꝛce to their country, but ow Carthage te 
ty to recouer it, and that they would ſhew their country deſicged by 
men, that they wãted not courage in the foꝛmer warres, wade _ 
but good foꝛtune. Here vpon they kept the City in ſuche 
wile from victuals and beſieged it ſo narowlye that they 

bzought the ct haginenſes to vtter deſpaire. In the meane 

time Ctalo the ſonne of the baniched captain Mac? eus, as 

he paſſed by his fathers campe from Tyre, whether as he 

had bene ſent by the Carthagmenſes, to carye vnto Hercule: 

the tenthes ol the booty that his father had taken in $icil; 

being ſent fo2 by his father, aunſwered he would firlt ac- 
compliſhe his duty in the publike religion, ere he woulde 

doo any pꝛiuate dutye to father oꝛ mother. The whyche 

thing allbeit his father were much offended with, yet he 

durſt not as then vſe any violence towardes him, fo2 re- 

uerence of the religion. Mithin a daye oꝛ two after, deſi⸗ 

ring ſafeconduit of the people, when he was retourned to 

his father, and that he vaunted himſelfe openly befcze all 

mennes eies, decked in his purple robes and his myter, 

actoꝛding to the degree of pꝛieſthode, his father leadynge err en 

him a ſide into a ſecreat plate ſaide to him. Thou wpcked ample fo; vil. 

varlet durſt thou be ſo bolde as thus bedect with ſnarlet obediens to 

and bedaſhte with golde, to come into the open face of ſo dhe father, 

many of thy w2etched citezens,and to enter info this ſo⸗ :

Carthage lu in a lelu dates after he tooke Carthage t ſommoning the 
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thy father fot no better then a baniſhed man, J alſo wyll 
ſhewe mp ſelle as a graund captaine, then as a father to» 
ward thee, and J wil make thee example to all men here 
alter, not to be ſo bold as to laughe and ſkoꝛne at the vn⸗ 
foꝛtunate miſericsof their ſathers. Immediatly herevp⸗ 
on he cauſed him to be nailed to a very high crolle in the 
ſight ol the city in his apparel 4 attite as he went. Mith⸗ 


people befoꝛe him, he complained of his w2ongful baniſh 
ment excuſing the war which he was compelled to take 
in hand ful ſoze againſt his will, by reaſon his conqueſtes 
were deſpiſed, wherfo:e in as muche as he had puniſhed 
thoppꝛeſſoꝛs of his miſerable countrymenghe (aid he was 
content to pardon al the reſt ſoꝛ hiswꝛongſul baniſhmẽt. 
And ſo hauing put ten ot the ſenatoꝛs to deathe, he reſto⸗ 
red the citp to hex lawes again. Not long after he was ac 
cuſed to haue gone about to make himſelf king, Whervp

fathers vertue, as they ſutceded him in linage, fo ſuctea⸗ 

ded they him alſo in wozthtnefſe. Under theſe captaynes 

warre was made in Sardinia, © Bozeoner a flelde was 

fought againſt the Afres, demaunding tribute of manye 

peres fo2 the rent of the ſople, wheron the city ſtandeth. 

But as the Afres had the inter quarell, ſo had they the 

better foztune,by meanes whercof the warres were en- 

ded with them, by patment of monyand not bpdinte cf 

ſwoꝛd. In Bardinttr allo Haſo;nball being ſoꝛe wounded, 

ſurrendꝛed the gouernmẽt to his bꝛother Hamilcar and 

died, whoſe death was honoꝛable both foꝛ the mourning 

of the whole City and fo2 becauſe he hadde bene a leuen 

times dictatoꝛ, and had had ſdure triumphes. The enne⸗ 

my alſo began to take hart a grace, as though that wyth 

the captaine, the ſtrength of the Carthaginenſes had de⸗ 

cayed, Fo2 the Sicilians being oppꝛeſſed by the Cartha⸗ 

ginenſes with daily iniuries reuolted to Leonida the bꝛo 

ther of the king of Lacedemon, Where bpponaroſe ſoꝛe 
warres,inthe whiche there was manye enconnters and 

fields fought, ſomtime to the gain and fomttme to 5 loſſe 
ok either part. While theſe thinges wer a doing, ambaſſa 

doꝛs came fro Darius king of the Perſians to Carthage, The ambat⸗ 
hauinge in charge to commaunde the Carthaginenſes to ſade of Per⸗ 
leaue offering of men in ſacrifice, and to leaue catynge of 
dogs fleſh. Po2eoner the king comniaunded them rather 
to burne their dead men, then to bury them in the groũd 
requeſting them of aid againſt the Grekes,vnto whome 
Darius was about to make warre as then out of hande, 
But the Carthaginenſes denving him aide, by reaſon of : 
the continuall warres they had with their neighboꝛs to 
thentent they wolde not ſeme diſobedient in all thynges, 
willingly obeyed all the reff. In the mean ſeaſon Hamil- 
tar was flain in the warres in Sicil, leauing behind him 
ui. ſonnes, Amilco, Hamo and Giſgo, Haſdrubal had alſo lyke 
noumber of ſonnes Hamiba!, Haſdrubal, and Sappho.

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By theſe men were the affaires of Carthage ruled in thoſe 
dates, Therefoze warre was made againſtc the-Poozes, 

ficldes were foughte againSe the Nuniazars, and the Afres 

wer compelled to releaſe vnto the Carthaginenſes fo euer, 

the rent that they were wont to pay foz the ſoyle of their 

City. Afterward when ſuche a noumber of the graunde- 

captaines became as a burden to the City,whiche be foꝛe 

time had bene wont to be free in that they did al and iud⸗ 

ged all together as they liſted them ſelues, there were a 

hundꝛed ol the Senatoures choſen to be iudges, whyche: 

when the captaines returned from the warres, ſhoulde 

take an accompte of their doings to the entent that there 

by they might be kept in awe, ſo to behaue them ſelues in 

executing their auctoꝛity in the warres, as that they had 
neuertheleſſe reſpect to do guſtice accoꝛ ding to the lawes 

of their country. In Sicill in the ſtead of Hamilcar , Hamilco 

A ſodayn pe- Was made graundcaptaine who hauinge pꝛoſperous ſuc⸗ 
Auence. ceſſe and foꝛtune bothe in battell on the ſea, and in battell 
on the lande, ſodainly by the influence ofa peſtilente pla⸗ 

net, loſt all his menne of warre. Wherof when tidynges 

came to Cathaꝑe, the Citpe was ſtriken in heauineſſe and 

—— all was full of houling and yelling as if the city had bene 
the eſtate of taken by the enemy.Euery mannes dooꝛes wer ſhut vp, 
Carthage, the temples of the Goddes were ſhut vp, ail ceremonies 
were omitted, all pzjuate duty was laide aſide, they went 

out all to the gate and made inquiſition fo? their frendes, 

of thoſe few that remained from the plague as they came 

oute of the ſhippes, after the time they perceiued what 

was become of them, ſoꝛ vntil then, they hung betwene 

hope and feate, not knowing ol certaintye whether theyꝛ 

frendes were all dead oꝛ no) then a man might haue hard 
onerall the coaſt the ſozowtullſighes and ſobbes of ſuche 

as lamented, the pitifull howling and ſhꝛiking of the vn- 

happye mothers, and the lamentable outcries of all men 

on all ſides. Amonge theſe thinges comes aut of his ſhip 
the pooꝛt captaine Hamilco, in a filthy and beggerlye cloke 
N girt 
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girte aboute him, at the ſight of whome the mourners as 
they ftoode in rankes cluſtered about him, He him (clf al⸗ 
ſo holding vp his hands to heauen, bewailed eft his own 
milfogtune, and cft the miſfoꝛtune of his countrpe, ſome⸗ 
time he cried out vpon the Goddes which had taken from 
him ſo great honour attained by his warres, and ſo great 
o2naments of his vicozies, which they them ſelues hadde 
geuen him, whiche after the winning of ſo many Cities, 
and after the vanquiſhing ol ſo many ennemies ſo okten⸗ 
times, both by ſea and by land, had deſtroped that victo2y- 
bus armp, not bp battel but by peſtilens. Wherin pet not 
withſtanding he ſaid he bꝛought no ſmall comfo2te to hys 
countrymen, in that their enemies might refovce,but not 
baunt them ſelues of their calamities. Foꝛ thep wer not 
able to ſay, that thep that were dead were flain by them, 
noz that they that were retourned were put to flyghte by 
them. As fo2 the pꝛaye that they founde in their deſolate 
tamp, and caried away, it was no ſuche that they myghte 
boſt of it, as of the ſpopl taken from the vanquiſhed enne⸗ 
my, but as of thinges falling into their mouthes vnloked 
foz, which they entred vpon, hauinge none owner by the 
ſodain deathes of the right owners, In reſpect of the ene⸗ 
my, thep had come awap conquero2s, in reſpect of the pe⸗ 
ſtilence, they wer come away vaquiſhed, And pet nothing 
greued him moze, then that he might not die amog thoſe 
moſt valiant men, t that he had bene reſerued, not to liue 
pleſantlp, but to be as a g ſing ſtocke fo2 his calamities. 
Hobwbeit aſſone as he had conueped home the remnaunt 
of his wꝛetched hoſte vnto Carthage, he wold alſo folo 
his fellowes that were gon befoꝛe. Wherby his country 
ſhould percetue that he had not liued to that daye, becauſe 
he was deſirous of lite, but tothe entent he would not by 
is death betray thoſe few that the vnſpeakable veſtitens 
ad ſpared, by leauing them without a guide, as beſieged 
in the mids of the hoſles of their enemies.

city with ſuche an outcry,aſfone as he came home to hys . aunco tl

hoſte into I talp, partip of purpoſe to quicken the ſtrength 
yo war''® of his ſouldloures by continual laboure, 4 alſa to enlarge 
— in tbe boũds of his Empire, The ftrſt war that he hav, was 
Italy, againſt the Grekes that inhabited the next ſea coſte of J- 

talp. The which being ſubdued he aſſatled euer the nexte 
vnto them, and finally he pꝛoclaimed ope war againſt all 
that bare the name of Grekes dwelling in Italp, the whi 
che ſoꝛt of people held not one part, but almoſt al Jtaly at 
that time. And ther be many cities which after ſo long c6- 
tinuaunte, do pet at this dap ſhew manifeſt tokens of the 
2 digreſſpon Grckiſh cuſtome, Fo2 the people of Thuſcane which poſs 
tothe 2 ſeſſe the coaſt of the nether ſea tame out of Lydia. And þ 
Citves at J Uenettans, who as we ſe are inhabiters of the vpper ſea, 
taly, came vnder Antenoꝛ from Trop, after the taking and des 
firucton therof, Adꝛia alſo whiche ts nert to the Fllpzfan 
ſea, t which gaue the name to the Adꝛiatick ſea is a greke 
cit9,\o is Apꝛos the which Diomedes builded after the 0- 
nerth2oww of Troy, being calt vp in the ſame plate by ſhip 
wꝛack. Poꝛeouer Piſe in Lumbardy had Grekes to their 
founders. And among þ Thuſcanes, tbe Tarquines fetch 
their beginuing from the Theſlallans and Spinambzes. 
And the Perulines from the Acheans: N hat ſhall J ſay 
of the city Cere: what ſhall J ſpeake of the lotine people, 
which ſeme to be founded by Eneas: Now the —— 
| 0 
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the Jappgians, the Rolanes, the Abelanes, wer they not 
ſomtime cnhabiters of Chalcis: what is all the coaſte of 
Campanie: what are the Bꝛzutians #4 Sabines: what are 
the Damnits: what are theTarentines, who(as it is lcft 
in wzptinge)came from Lacedeinon,and were called ba⸗ 
ſtardes: They ſap that Phfloctetes builded the city of the 
Thurines, whole tombe is to be ſene ther at this dap and 
the ſhafts of Hercules in the temple of Apollo which wer 
the deſtinp of Trore. The Petapontines alſo haue yet i© 
ſhewe in the people of Binerua, the iron tooles of E peus 
their firſte founder, wherwith he made the bo2ſe that de- 
ſtroped Trop, Foz the which cauſe all that parte of Italp 
is called the greater Grece, But in the beginning of theſe 
foundations,the Betapontines with the @pbarjtes and 
Crotoniens wer determined to dztne all thother Grekes 
ut of Italp. Aſſene as they had taken the city Siris, in þ 
winning therof, thep killed befoze the very aultare of Mt- 
nerua fifty pongmen embzacing her image and her pꝛieſt 
veiled in thattirc accuſtomed in her ceremonics. Hercvp- 
dn being vered wlih peftilens and ciuil ſedition, the Cro⸗ 
tonicaſes went firſt to thoꝛacie of Delpbos. Anſwer was 
made to them, that the miſchicf ſhoulde ceaſe, if they had 
ones appeaſed Pinerua fo2 wozking ſo wickedlp againſt 
her Godhed, and the ghoſtes of them that thep had ſlain. 
Therfoze when they had begon to carue images to ſet bp 
to the pongmen of the ſame bigneſſe that they wer being 
aliuc,and in eſpecſally vato Minerua. The Wetapotines 
knowiug of the D2acle of the Gods, thinkinge it good to 
woꝛk ſpedely in the patifping of their ghoſtes, and in pa- 
cifping of the gods, ſet vp litle images of ſtone to the põg 
men, and appeaſedthe & oddes with bꝛead ſacrifices. And 
fo lohile the one parte ſtriued in coſtlineſſe, and the other 
part in ſwiftneſſe, the peſtilence was teaſed on both par⸗ 
ties. The Crotoniens hauing reconered helth, abode not 
long in quiet. Therfoze taking diſpleſure that in the ſiege 


of Siris the Locrines came to fighte againſte them, thep Ciuil warrs 


entred vpon them bp fozce of armes.

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The Locrines beinge ſtriken with feare, reſozted to the 
& partanes,deſiring them humbly of ſuctour. The Spar⸗ 
tanes being loth to enter into war ſo far of, bad them aſk 
help of Caſto2 + Pollux. Neither did the ambaſſadours of 
Marke the their felow city deſpiſe thetr counſell, and therfoze depar⸗ 
ſuperſtitiun ting into the next temple, and ther making ſacrifice, they 
of ths hethen. cried vpon the Gods foꝛ help. TW hen they had offred their 
ſacritices, and obtained the thinge that they came foz (as 
they thought, being as mery as if they ſhoud haue cart- 
ed the gods them ſelues with them, they made them ſhzt- 
nes in their ſhips, and with lucky tourney in. Head of ſuc⸗ 
tour, thep bzought their country me home comfoat, This 
beinge knowen,the Crotontens alſo ſent ambaſſadozs to 
the Dzacle at Delphos,p2aying fo2 victozye & p2oſpercus 
end of the warre. It was anſwered that they muſte oner- 
come their enemies by vawing,oz euer they coulde ouer- 
come them by battel. Whervppon when they had vowed 
vnto Apollo the tenthe of the pzay,the Locrines haupnge 
knowledge both of the vowof thep; enn mies, and of the 
anſwer of the Goddes, vowed the ninth, and kept p thing 
ſecreteto them ſelues,fo2 fear leaſt they ſhnld be ouercom 
by vowing. Therfoze when they wer come into the field, 
and that there ſtode in the battel of the Crotoniens an C. 
and, rr. thouſand fighting men tn harneſfe, the Locrines 
beholding their owne lender noumber, (fo2 they had no 
mo but xv. . ſouldfoures)caſt away all hope of victozye, 
and bent them ſelnes obſtinately to die in the fielde. Now 
by meanes of this deſpatr,cuery man tooke ſuche a harte 
Delpaire $ez ynto him, that they thoughte them ſelues to haue gotten 
ne:y courage. the victozp, ir they might reuenge their deaths manfully. 
But while they ſought to die honeſtlye, they gate the vp⸗ 
per hande moze luckelye. Neither can it be thoughte that 
there ſhoulde be any other cauſe of their bicto2y, then that 
they fell in deſpaire. All the while the Locrines wer kigb⸗ 
ting, there was an Eagle that neuer departed from theis 
batte!s,noz neuer lefte houeringe about them vntill they 
dad gotten the vpper hand. Me zeduer two poung men in

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fraunge armoz, vnlike thone to thother, or excellit perſo/ 
nage, vpon white hoſes, + in ſkarlet clokes wer ſene figh

[wiftneffe of fame encreaſed the wondermet of the thing. The cpi 
Foz the ſame dap that the battel was fought in Italy, the nes of fame, 
victoꝛpe was cepo2ted at Coapnthe, Athens, and Lacede⸗ 
mon, Atter this the Crotoniens did neuer paſſe to exer⸗ 

ciſe them ſelues in cheual pe noꝛ in feates of armes. Foz 

they bated them, becauſe they had ſo vnluckelye attemp⸗ 

ted them. And they had chaunged their lite into riot and 


idleneſſe, it the ]3biloſopher Ppthagozas had not beene 
This man being the ſonne ofa ritch merchaunte man cf Ot Pythago 


Sames called Demaratus and being bꝛoughte vp in the ras and hys 
uudies of wiſdome, wherin he greatly encreaſed, lakpng tre. 
his tourney firſt into E gipt, and afterward to Babtlö, to 

learne perfect ip the mouiug of the planets, and to ſearche 
out the beginning of the wozld, wherof it was made, at⸗ 
tained to meruelous erquiſite knowledge. As hee retaur⸗ 
nedfronr thence.,he went to Tanuye,and Lacedemon, to 

ſtudy the la wes of Pinos and Lycurgus whpch were fa- 

mous and notable at that tyme. In all the which beinge 

perfectly inſtructed and furniſhed, he cam to Croton, and 

by his authozity reuoked the people to frugalitpe, latelye 

befoze fallen into exceſſe and riot. Dailpe he commended 
bertue, and diſpꝛaiſed the vice of riot, reciting the miſera⸗ 

ble ch zũtes of cities, that had decaped thzough that plage 

wherbp he ſo ſtirred the multitude to the fauoꝛ of fruga⸗ 

lity, that ſome of them Whiche were vtterlye dꝛowned in 

riot, were centrary to all hope and expectation, bzoughte 

again to good th2ift. Mozeouer he gaue the wines inſtry- 

tions a part from their huſbands, and the childꝛen often- 

times a part from their parentes. He taught the women 

chaftitye, ſhametaſtneſſe, womanhoode,and obedtcnce to 

their huſbandes, The men childꝛen modeſtye, ſobꝛene ſſe, 

good nourtour and learning, and among theſe things, be 


enterlaced frugality as the mother of all vertues.

C younge men 
which gathering them ſelues on a rout, bound the ſelues 
with an oth to liue together like won bꝛothers from the 
.. reſidue of the citizẽs, vp which their doing as though they 
bad made an vnlawfull aſſemble to conſpire againfte the 
city,they bꝛought all the whole citpe in their neckes. And 
as they wer all aſſembled into one houſe, the City would 
haue burnt them vp.

ennie, to haue made war againſte the Grekes, after he had won 
Locres by fozce,aſſailed the Crotoniens hauing yet ſkarſ 
ly after (3 long reſpit, recouered their ſtrength decaled by 
the ſlaughter of the foꝛe ſaid war. Aud pet they now with 
their ke wu, moe valiantlp reſifted his ſo populous armpe, 
then they could with ſo manp thouſands, make reſiſtens 
betoʒe againſt the ſmal nomber of the Locrines. So great 
fo:ce hath pouerty againſte pzonde richefle, and ſo muche 
moꝛe certain ſomtime ts the victozp vnhoped fo2 then the 
victozp that is made accompt of befoze hand. WhileDen 
Dennis ente nis was making this war,thambaſadozs of the frenche 
reth in leage men which a few monthes befoze had burned Rome cam 


wethth® ynto him, dellring to enter in league and frendſhip — 
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hiut, Alledging that their country was ſituate amög the 
mids of his enemies, wherfoꝛe they might ſtande him in trenche men 
good ſtead, whether it wer to aſde him in the battell, oz to that burned 
ſet vpon them be hinde, whiles they wer fightynge wyth Rome, 
him befoze. Dennis liked this ambaſſade wel. And ſo en⸗ 
tring in league with them,and being increaſed in power 
by their aid, he began his warte as it wer newe agapne. 
The cauſe why theſe Frenchmen came into Italp to ſeke 
them a new dwelling place, was the ciuil diſcozd and tõ⸗ 
tinual debate that they had at home among them ſelues, | 
Foz wearines wherofcomming out of Ftaly, thep dꝛoue © ities buyl- 
the Zhiuſcanes out of houſe and home and builded the ci _ Trent 
ties of Millain, Come, Wzixia, Uerone, Bergome , Tri⸗ men. 
dent, and Aincent. The T huſcanes alſo with their cap⸗ 
tain Khetus hauing loſte their ow ne coun'rpe, tooke the 
Alpes, and after the name of their captaine, founded the 
nation of the Khetians. But Dennis by meanes of the 
tomming of the Carthaginenſes into Sict!, was dꝛyuen 
toreturne home,fo2 they had repafred their army, i wpth 
a greater power renued the warrcs which thep had bzoke 
bp by conſtrainte of thepefiilence, The captaine ofthis 
war was Hanno of Carthage, whoſe enemy @unfatoz a 
man at that time of the greareftpower one of them in all 
Affricke, in deſppte of him, w2ate famtlierly in Greke vn 
to Dennts,adnertiſing him of the comming of the army, 
and of the cowardiſe of the captain, but his letters were Trefon eſpy⸗ 
taken by the way, whervpon he was condemned of frea- ea puniched 
ſon,and an act of Parliament was made, that no man of 
Carthage ſhould here after learne Greke letters oꝛ ſtudy 
the Greke tonnage to the entent he ſhould not talke wyth 
the ennemp, oꝛ w2pte vnto him without an interpꝛetoꝛz, e 
ere it was longe after, Dennis whome a litle befoze, 
neither Sicilie noz Italpe were able to hold, being 
oucrcome with continuall warres in battel, The death of 
and bꝛought lowe, at lafte was ſlayne by Dennts. 
the treſon of hys owne ſubiectes.

But Dennys in the beginnyng of hys raygne, 
coueted ſoꝛe to haue put to deathe hys bꝛothers vncles as 
enuiers of his eſtate, and pꝛouokers of the childzen to de⸗ 
maund a partition of the kingdome. 

Mhere vppon he diſſembled his deſpꝛe a while, ſetting 
his mpnde ta pꝛocure the fauoure of his commons, thinc- 
king to doo it with leſſe blame, if all menre ſheulde fyꝛſte 
tonceiue good opinyon of his doinges. And therkoꝛe he let 
thꝛee hundzed offenders out sf pꝛyſonne, and releaſed the 
people thzee peares ſubſidie, alluringe theyꝛ mindes by 
all kyude of counterket gentleneſſe that he was hable to 
deulſe. Then gopnge in hande with the miſchieke he had 
ſo longe purpoſed he llewe not onlpe his bzothews kynſ⸗ 

— — folke, but alſo hys bꝛothers them ſelues, in ſo muche hat 
ie whome he ought of righte to haue made partners of his 
kingdome,he ſuffced not to be partakers of life and bꝛeth 
beginning to erecute his tirannp vpon his owne kinred, 
ere he pꝛoteded to woꝛke it againſt ſtraungers. 

When he hadde diſpatched hys bzothers, of whome as 
of his enemies he ſtode in fear, he fell to ſlouthfulnes, and 
thzoughe exceſſiue kedynge he became fatte and coarſpe,

and gate ſuche a diſeaſe in his eves, that he was not able 
to abide the Sunne, noꝛ the duſt,no2 finally the gliſtering 
of any light. Foꝛ the which cauſes beleuing himſelfe to be 
had in dildaine of all men, he executed moſte extreme cru⸗ 
eltp, not filling the gails with pꝛiſoners as his father did, 
but repleniching the city with llaughters, foz the whyche 
thinges he was not ſo muche diſdatned as hated vf al me. 
Therefo2e when ve perceined that the-Syr«cuſarcs were 
mineded to rebel againſt him and bid him battel, he was 
in doubte a-great while whether it were better to depaſe 
him ſelfe oz to withſtande them by ſoꝛte but his men of 
warre in hope to haue the ſpople and ſacking of the citpe; 
compelled him to ſtand to the triall of it by battel, where 
beinge vanquiſhed, and attemptinge foztune the ſeconde 
time with like ſucteſſe, he ſent ambaſſadoures to thes vi- 
cuſaies, pꝛomiſing ta depoſe himſelſe from his tirannpe, if 
they would ſend their commiſſioners vnto him, authoꝛy⸗ The great 
ſed to tconclude an agrement with him. They lent Þ chief treacherpo? 
men of their City fox the ſame purpoſe, whome be put in Wennis. 
ttiſtody, and ſo ſodainly ere any man wil therof, oꝛ feared 
that he ment any ſuch miſchiefe againſt them be ſent his 
army to deſtrop the city. Whervppon enſued a ſoꝛe and 
doubtfull encounter euen within the verye Citye but by ; 
reaſon the townes men were farre mo in noumber; Dow n fy- 
" and his men were put backe. xMho fearing to be beſe,**? Ata 
ged it he abode in the Caffle, pꝛiuely tied into Italy with 
all his pꝛincely apparell, treaſure and houſhold ſtuke, bes; 
ing in his banichmente reteſued by his confederates the Chat which 
Locrines,as though he had bene their rightfull kyng he is bzed by the

fooke their foꝛtreſle, and there ererciſed his accuſtomed; dar 
cruelty, He commaunded the noble mennes wines to be fe. 
bꝛoughte from their huſbandes perfoꝛce, that he myghte 

haue his pleaſure of them, the maidens when they ſhuld' 

be marped he fetched away, and when he had abuſed thẽ 

ſent theym to their ſpouſes againe. The ritheſt and wel!

The which vow being left vnperfour⸗ 
med, hauing vnkoꝛtunate warres with the Lucanes, Den- 
is called them together beloꝛe him, and there erhoꝛted 
them to ſend their wiues e daughters as go2geouſly ap⸗ 
parelled t decked as they could into the temple of Venus, 
out of the which ther ſhould bea hundꝛed dꝛabwen by lot 
to perſourme the common vow, the whiche fo2 religions 
ſake ſhould ſtand in the ſtewes fo2 the ſpace of one month 
all their huſbandes being beloꝛe ſwoꝛn, not to haue to do 


with any ol them. And to thentent the maidens thus per 


fozming the common bow,ſhould not be hindꝛed therbp, 


they ſhould make a decre that none other maid ſhould be 


enſured to any huſband befo2e thoſe other were maryed, 
This counſel was wel alowed,as in the which pꝛouiſion 
ſemed tobe made, both foꝛ the perfoꝛmans of their ſuper⸗ 
ffitions vow,+allo-fo2 the pꝛeſeruation of the chaſtity of 


their virgins. Whervpon al the women alle bled into the

When he had with theſe r ſuch 
likeſattle:tes raigned by the ſpace of. vi.yeres;the Locri- 
nes conſpired againſt him and dꝛaue him out of the city, 
from whence he returned into Sicil, and there by trefon 
no man miſtruſting any thing after ſo long continuauns 
of peace)recouered thecity s macuſe. While theſe 1

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were a doing in sicil, in the meane time in Aﬀricke , Has 
no pꝛinte of Carthage, began ta emplope his richeſſe, by

the luhich he ſurmounted the power of the comon weal, ſpiracies a- 
about compaſſingiot᷑ the ſoucratnty,cntendynge to haue — Car⸗ 


ſlaine the Senate, and to haue made himſelf king. 

To the perfourming of the whiche miſchenous enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe, he had choſen a certain day.inthe whiche he ſhould 
marry his daughter ſolempnly:to the entent that vnder 
the toloure of perfourming hys vowes, he might the ea⸗ 
ſver wooꝛke his wickedneſſe and the eallyer bzynge hys 
miſcheuous deuiſes to effece vneſpied. And thertoꝛe he 
pꝛepared a feaſte fo2 the people in the open pozches and 
galleries ofthe Citye, and foz the Senate in his owne 
houſe To the entent that hauing couertly and wythout 
witneſſes killed the Senatoures with poyſoned d2inkes, 
he might with the moꝛe caſe vſurpe vppon the common 
weale,bging deſtitute of her patrones and defendoures, 
The whiche thpnge beynge by the ſeruauntes bew2zaped 
to the Pagiſtrates,the miſchicf was auoided but not pu⸗ 
niſhed leaſt in a man of ſo great power, the matter being 
knowen might putte them to moꝛe trouble, then beinge 
but onlyſurmiſed. Being therfoze contented to haue re⸗ 
ſtrained him of his purpoſe, they made a decree, wherein 
was limited what coſte ſhoulde be beſtowed vpon maria⸗ 
ges, ſtraightly charging and commaundinge the ſame to 
be obſerued, not of any one man, but of all men in gene⸗ 
rall, to the entent the perſon ſhould not ſeme to be noted, 
but the vices rebuked. Beinge by this deniſe pꝛeuented, 
he ſtirred the bondmen to rebellion,and hauing appoyn⸗ 
teda dap againe ſoꝛ the ſlaughter, when he ſawe himſelfe 
the ſecond time bew2aped fearing to be arraigned of tre⸗ 
ſon, he tooke a certaine ſtronge hold with twentye thou⸗ 


ſand bondmen well armed. 


There whiles he ſollicited the Afres and the kynge of w anno ts ta⸗ 


Pauritane. he was taken, and beinge ſoꝛe whipped , and kee puniſhed 


hys tzves pulled oute and hys armes and legges bꝛoken, 
; as 
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43 ethoughe enerye member were ſeuerally puniſhed, he 
was put to death in the open ſight of the people and hys 


body being toꝛne with whippinge, was hanged vppon a 
gibbet. Pazeouer his ſonnes and kinſmen euerpchone of 
them, ( were they neuer ſo giltleſle,) were all put to exe⸗ 
cution, to thentent there ſhould not of ſo wicked a ſtocke 
remaine anp impe, either to enſue his example in doynge 
the like miſchiele oꝛ to reuenge his death. In the meane 
time Demis being receiued Syracuſe, perſiſting euerp dape 
maze cruell then other toward the Citye, they conſpired 
, againſt him again, and beſieged him Then ſeinge no re⸗ 
Dennis dep» medp, he depoſed himſelfe, and pealded to the $ y7.i6uſanes 
ſcth hym ſelf. bothe his holde and his hoſte and reteiuinge no moe but 
his owne pꝛiuate ſtaſte, went his way as a baniſhed man 
to Corynthe. There thinkinge the baſeſt to be the ſureſt e⸗ 
Thevite and ſtate, he fell to a moſt filthy and lothſome trade of lining. 
tothſome life #92 — it not tnough to lopter vp and down the 
of Dentus. ftreates,ontelſe he wer bibbing in euery tippling houſe, 
noꝛ to be ſene in Tauernes and houſes, but to ſytte itil in 
them all day from moꝛning to night, Bozeoncr he would 
bꝛaule with euerpe raſkall and varlet foz moone ſhine in 
the water, goo all fo ragged and llouenlye, pꝛouoke men 
to laughter rather then laugh Himſelf, ſtande gaping and 
gaſing in the ſhambles,denouring with his eies the thin⸗ 
ges he tould not bye with his monpe, ſnolde with baudes 
befoze the Wardens and in tine doo all thinges in ſuche 
ks wiſe,that he might ſeme rather to be deſpiſed thi feared. 
Dent ban Laſt of all he p;ofeſed himlelfaſcholematter,andtanght 
ſeife a ſchole childꝛen ina thꝛewaplet, to thentent he might epther be 
aaftir, openlyſene ot them that feared him, oꝛ els might the ea⸗ 
ſter bꝛing himſelle in contempt of them that feared hym 
not. Fo all be it he alwap aboundet in tirannous' vices, 
pet notwithſtanding this was but aconnterfetting of vi⸗ 
tes, and no naturall diſpoſition:and he did theeſe thinges 
or a pollicye, then ſoꝛ that he had fo: gotten His ropall and 
pꝛincely behauiour, becauſe he knew by pzofe how oo 
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ful the name of a Tyꝛan ts,yea thoughe they haue no ri 

cheſſe noz power at all. And therfoze he laboꝛed to take a 

way the enuy of thinges paſt, by -bzinging himſelfin con⸗ 

tempt fo2 his pꝛeſent demeanoꝛ, hauing not ſo muche re- 

garde what was fo2 his honoz,as what was ſoꝛ the ſaue⸗ 

card of his life. et notwithſtanding among al theſe con- 

terfet diſſimulations and policies, he was thꝛiſe accuſed 

to haue ſought meanes to make himſelf kyng again, and 

nothing auailed ſo muche to his acquitall, as that all!men 

had him in diſdaine. In the time that theſe thinges were

But Agathocles when he 
ſawe that the ftowne was moze manfullye. defended then 
afſaulted,he ſent a purſinant to Hamilcar, deſiringe hum 
to doo fo much foꝛ him, as to take vp the mater betwene 
him and the Spꝛacuſanes, and to bee as an indifferente 
iudge fo2 the determination of ſome peace betwirt them 
pꝛomiſyng to doo the beſt that laye in hun to recopenee 
hys gentleneſſe, | 

Where vppon Þamilcar beinge fulfilled with boope, 

and partly fearinge his power,entred a league ot frend A compoſitt- 
 Hippe with him, vppon condition that leghe howe-much gy betivene 
he furthered Agathocles in lxength agaynſte the Sa- A gathocleg, 
tuſanes, ſo muche ſhaulde Agathocles recompence hym 
withal againe to the furtheraunce of his aduauncement, 
at home in his owne natiue country.

The c5platnt muche of agathocles às of hamilcar, accuſinge the one as a 
ol the confede Lo2dly Tirant and the other as a traytoure , by whome 
dates. they were ſold by compoſition and bargain betwene the 
two, to the vttermoſt enemy of their eſtate; to whome at 

the beginning in cofirmation ofthe ſaid compoſition and 
agrement,was deliuered Spꝛacuſe, the city that had euer 

bene moſt enemy to the Ares, and an enuier of the Car⸗ 
thaginenſes alwayes contending with them fo2 the Em⸗ 

pire of Sicil:and now moꝛeouer were betrayed top ſame 
perſon, the cities oftheir confederates, vnder acornter- 
faite pꝛetente of peace. Mherfoꝛe they gaue them war⸗ 
ning, that if they loked not to theſe matters in time, with 
ina while they would light vpon their owne heades, and 
ſoone after they ſhoulde f e eee

fo:ſaken htm, he determined to tranſfer the warres into 
Affricke. I aſſure pau it was a wonderful audacitpe, that 
be ſhould cnte2paile to make warre agaynſte the Citpe of 


them, whome he was not able to match in the loile of his 


owne city, and that being not able to defend his owne; be 
ſhouldgeue the aduenture vppon mennes, and that 
being vanquiſhed, he ſhould pꝛoudly baunt him ſelfe oncr 
the conqueroures. The keping lecrote of this enterpaiſe, 
was as wonderfull as was the deuiſe thero?, foz the peo⸗ 
ple could learne nathinge at his hande, bat that he yadde

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So great hatred did that wicked and abhominable mur⸗ 
dering of his owne bꝛother purchale the one party, c the 
vnwoꝛthp death of his er ſo cruelly killed, purchaſe fa⸗ 
no2 to thother party, After the departure ofÞocolomp, Se⸗ 
leucus hauing gathered together a great ficte againtt the 
cities that had renolted,ſovenly (as it were by the venge- 
ans ofthe Gods foz bis ho2rtble murder) by mranes of a 
great tempeſt, loſte all his flete by ſhiplvzacke. And of all 
that great furniture foꝛ the warres, foꝛtune lefte him not 
any thing at all, moze then bis naked bodye and his life, 
and a few companions eſkapinge with him from ſhippe- 
wꝛacke. It was ſurclye a miſerable caſe, but pet ſuche a 
one as Seleucus coulde not haue wilhed the lyke (oz hyg 
owne behole. Foz the cities which fo2 hatred Þ they bare 
towards him had reuolted bnto Ptolomy, as though they 
had bene ſatiſfted with the puniſhmente that the Goddes 
as indifferent judges had lald vppon him, th2oughe a ſo⸗ 
dain mutation of theyz1inindes, being moued to pity bim 
by reaſon of his ſhipwzacke, ſubmitted them ſelues vnder 
his dominton again W here vpon i ctopſinge in bis hap- 
py aduerſity,anod beinge made richer by his loſſes, as one 
now able to match him in power and ſtrengthe, he made 
warre againſt Ptolomp. But as if he had beene bozne fo: 
none other purpoſe, but fo2 foztune tomake her laughing 
ſtocke of him,o2 as if he had reconered ſo great welth and 
power of the kingdome,fo2 none other entent then to loſe 
them again, he was vanquiſhed in battel, and eſkapynge 
from the fielde not muche better accompanied then oefter 


his ſhip wꝛack, fearfully conueped himſelf into antioche. 


From thece he directed le ters to his bꝛother Antiochus. 
whcria he beſougbt him of his help, offeringe him in re⸗ 
eompence of his pains, all Alla that wvs wythin the pre⸗

In the 
meane time Ptotomye heariage that Anitochus came to dab que 
reſkew Selevicus, to thentent be weulte not haue warre cug and Þ * 
witz two at once, toke a trace wit elcucus oz. r. peres. lemp. 
But the peace that was geuen by his enemp, was bꝛoke 
by his bꝛother. n ho hiring an hoſte of the french ſouldi⸗ 
dures, in lead of helpe vꝛought warre and in sie ade of a 
bother, ſhewed himſelf an ennemp. In that battel thꝛou⸗ War rc be- 
ghe the puiſſaunce of the french men, Antiochus gate the una 
vpper hand, But the frenchmen ſuppoſing tbatSelcucus bꝛother 3n- 
bao beene ſlaine in rhe battcll tourned thepꝛ weapons as tiochus, | 
gainſte ..nticchas himſelfe, tbincking to waſte the coun⸗ 
try of d ſia the moze frelp wythout feare oꝛ checke, if they 
mighte vtteripe deſtroye the bloude ropall. whiche thinge 
when Anttochns ones perceiued , hee was faine to raun⸗ 
ſome himſelte foz monpe, as if it had bene from łebbers, 
and entered in league of ſecietp with his hired ſouldiers. 
In the meant ſeaſon Emnenes king of Bythin ia, percef- Intiochus is 
ung the bꝛothers to be conſumed and dilperſed thzoughe douche 
inteſtiue diſcoꝛd among them ſelucs, intending to inuade — — 
the wanderinge poſſeſſion cf Aſia, aſſailed the conqueroz thuna. 
antiochus and bis frenthmen, and by reſon that they wer 
pet ſoꝛe and wearpe of theyꝛ late tontlicte, and bis menne z na the com 
ſtronge and luſty, he caſelyput them ts the woꝛſe. Foz at mon pꝛaye cf 
that tyme all the warres thatwere made, tended ener to *Pn9e2+ 
the deſtructfon of aſia , euerpe manne that conlve make 
him (elf ſtrongeſt, ſeiſing vpon aſia as his pꝛap. 

The. if. b:zothers © eleucus andantiochus made warre 
foꝛ aſia. Ptolomye kinge of @gipte, vnder pꝛetence of te⸗ 
vengynge his ſiſters deathe, gaped fo2 aſia. On the one 
ſode Emnenes kynge of Bythinta, and on the other de 
the french menne the common hirelynges, waſted alla, 

Q. iui. but 
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but among ſo many robbers,there was none fo be found 
that would once ſet in his foteto defende Aſia. After that 
Antiochus was vanquiſhed, and that Emnenes had ſey- 
ſed into his handes the mooſte parte of Aſta, the bzorhers 
could not pet agree,fo2 all pᷣ the pꝛap was lofte, foz which 
they ſtriued ſo ſoꝛe, but leaupnge the fozain ennemp, they 
renued the warre one to deftrope another. In the whyche 
Antiochus Antlochus being againe banqufſhed, and wearyed wyth 
is coucrcome flying many dapes together, at length came to his father 
of Selcacus / in lawe Artamenes kinge of Cappadocia, Df whome at 
the fyꝛſte he was gently entertained. But within a fewe 
dayes after, vnderſtanding that he went about to entrap 
bim,foz the ſauegarde of his life, he fledde agapne from 
thence, Therfoze when he ſaw he could not reſt in ſafetye 
in no plate, be was fapne to reſoꝛt fog ſncconre to hys en⸗ 
nemp Ptolomp, whoſe faith he thoughte to be moze fted- 
faſt then his bzothers,conſidering eyther what be would 
baue done to his bzother,oz what he had deſerued at bys 
bothers hand. But Ptolomye by this his yealdynge and 
ſubmiTien, made not ſo much bis frend as his ennemxe, 
commaunded him to be kept in ſtraighte pꝛiſonne. From 
thence alſo antiochus eſkapev by the healpe of a certayne 
is laypneby Þarlot, with whome he had bad familtare companye, but 
theucs, bauing eſkaped from his kepers, as he fled, theues mette 
him and killed him Sclencus wel nie about the ſame in⸗ 
Deleucus (tant, hauing loſt his kingdom, fell of his hozſe and bzake 
b:exketh ys bps necke. Do bothe the brothers, as it were by lpke 
necke, + mikfoꝛtune, like outlawes, after the loſſe of 
their kingdomes, ſuffered due punyſhe- 
ments fo2 theyz vngratious

And what 

maner of men were the Romains: in good faith no better 
but a ſoꝛt of ragged ſhepherdes ß ꝛongfullp held a piece 

of ground taken from the right owners bp robery, which 

being not able to get the wines fo2 the diſhoneſty of theyꝛ 

beginning, were fain to rauich them by open fozce, and to 

be ſhoꝛt which butived their tity with moſte cruel and vn⸗ 

natural! marde?, and beſtatned the foundations of they? 

walles with b2others bloud, Bat the Aetolians wer ener 

the pꝛintes of Grete, and ide as they paſſcd all thother in 

eſtate and woꝛthineſle, ſo they ercelled them in noweſſe 
and actiuity, and they wer the men alone which had euer 
deſpiſed the Bacedones flozichinge in thempire of all the 
whole woztd, which feared not king Philip, which diſdai⸗ 
ned to obey the la wes of alerander the great, after he had 
ſubdaed the Perſians and Indians, when all other men

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dyd mooſt fear and dzead bis name. N herfoze they toun⸗ 
ſe lle d the Nemaincs 10 holde thim lelues centente wpth 
thepꝛ pꝛeſent eſtate and not ta p2oncke theſe weapons a⸗ 
gaynſt them, thzcugh which they ſawe bothe the trenche 
men ſlayne, and alſo the Pacedones deſpiſed. When they gz, Actolx 
they had in this wiſe diſmiſſed the Komain ambaſtadozs, ang inuade 
to the entent thcy woulde not ſeeme to haue talcked moze Fcarnana, 
boldly then they woulde doo in dede: they foꝛraped all the 
boꝛders of the kingdome of Acaruanra, By this tyme had 
Olpmptas delluered the kingdome to her lonnes, and in 
ſtead of his bzother Pyꝛrhus deceaſed, Ptolomy ſucceted 
in the whole kingdome. WE bo goynge wpth an booſte of The tynali de 
mea well furnyſhed againſle his ennemies, as by the cap of che 
waye taken with a diſeaſe and died.

Nereis was mar ped vnto Gels ſonne of the kinge of Si⸗ 
cil, And Laodaiyia flying foz her ſauegard to the aultare The venge⸗ 
of Diana, was there by the concourſe of the people ſla n. aunce of Gep 
The whiche offence the Goddes im moꝛtal reuenged and foꝛ wylfuil 
puniſhed with continuall ſlaughters of that natpon, and murder. 
wer neare wpth the vtter de ſtructpon of all the whole 
Foz firſt and fonnoſt being puniſhed with dearth and 
hunger, and beinge verev with ciuill diſcoꝛde, laſte of all 
they were in manner quite conſumed by the warres of 
fozatne nations, and Milo who killed Laodamia fallyng 
oute of his wittes, ſo mangled his bodye ſometyme wpth 
pꝛon, ſometime with ſlones, and in fine ſo rente and tare 
hys owne bowels with his teethe, that wyt hin. rii. dates 
be died mooſt miſerably.

was good fa2 antiochus to take euſample how to beware 
by other men, whoſe kingdome the nobler and nearer it 
was to the Romauies , ſo muche ſhould he finde them his 
flercer enemies. Moꝛeouer he profeſſed that he was con⸗ 
tented to ſurrender his right and title to him orthe king

Therfoze 
Phitiy Þ** becauſe he would not be chatged with manye warres at 
Grekes to ones he made peace with the actolians, not as that they 
—— . tonlde thincke he didit, to the entent to make warre in 
tranquiitpe. another plate, but as thoughe it had bene fo2 ſome great 
regard that he had of the quietneſſe ot all Gre ce, which 
be affirmed was neuer in the like pearill and ieoperdpe, 
by meanes of the newe Empires ofthe Romaynes and 
Carthaginenſes latelye riſen vp in the well whyche had 
none other let o ſtop to kepe them ont of Grete und 9- 
ſia, but only this, while they were trying by the Iwoꝛde; 
which of them ſhould beare the — Fo2 whiche 
party ſo euer gate the vpper hand, the ſame would imme 
diatlye vpon the victoꝛpe paſſe directly into the Caſt. 
Zherfoze he ſaw ſuche a clagde of cruel and bloudye war 
riſing out of Italy, he ſaw ſuthe a roꝛing and thundering 
\ ſtoꝛme comming oat of the weit, that info what parte of 
the woꝛld ſo euer the violent foꝛce of the victoꝛ pe ſhoulde 
dꝛiue the tempeſt therof,it was like to wache all thinges 
with a terrible and bloudy ſoar. He ſaid that Grete had 
oftentimes befoze ſuffered great trouble by the warr es,

dy to light vpon their necke,)voyde of feare of warre out 

ol Patedone alſo. Fo2 they ſtode in dꝛeade of it bothe fo2 

the auncient pꝛowelle and actiuitye ok the Patedones, 1 

foꝛ renowne ot their conqueſtes in the Eaſt, and alſo fo: 

Philip himſelfe, who was enflamed with an earneſt de- 

(y2e,to become equall to Alexander in knighthoode and 
cheualry,and whome they knew to be foꝛ warde and ac- 

tiue in feates of armes. Phillip therkoꝛe when he vnder- 

ſtode that the Carthaginenfes hadde vanquiſhed the Res 

maines again ſent his open defiaunce vnto them, and be⸗ Philip ſen» 
gan to builde a fleete wherin to tranſpoꝛt his armye into de ih defiance 
italy, Furthermoze he ſent anambaſſado2 with letters to the Ko- 
to Hanniball to conclude a league and ſociety with him, maines. 
Who being taken by the way and bꝛought befo2e the ſe⸗ 

nate, was ſent away withonte anye harme oꝛ diſpleaſure 

done bnto him, not foꝛ any good wil they bare to the king 

his maſter, but to thentent that ofa ſufpeced frende they 

would not make him an open ennempe. But afterwarde 
when it was repoꝛted that Philip was tranſpozting hys 

armye into Italye, they ſent the Pꝛetoꝛ Leninus wyth a 

nauye wel decked and furniſhed to ſtoppe him of his pal⸗ 

lage. Who after he was arrived in 3 with hys faire 

. and 
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and large pꝛomiſes compelled the Aetolians to take war 
The Romat⸗ in hand againſt Phillip. And on the other ſide „Phillip did 
nes and Phil what he could to perſwade the Aetolians to make warre 
h ſolicit tye againſt the Komains. In the mene time the Dardanians 


repent began to waſte the boꝛders of Pacedone, and hauingled 


the other. away. xx. P. pziſoners,conſtrained Philip to retire home 
from inuading the Romaines,fo the defence of hys owne 
The Darda⸗ kingdome. While thoſe thinges were a doinge, the Pꝛe⸗ 
ning muade toꝛ Leuinus entring in league with kinge Attalus, wa⸗ 
MWacedone. Fey the country ol Grete. Mith the whiche lofſe and de⸗ 
ſtruction, the cities being ſtricken in fear, ſent diuers am 
Phillip is haſſades to Philip, deſiring aid of him: The king of Allpꝛia 
2 alſo his next neighboure, boꝛdering vppon the one ſide ol 
37 his confe= Matedone, made inceſſant ſute that he ſhould perfourme 
derateg. his pꝛomiſe. Beſides the Pacedones called vpon him in⸗ 
ſtantly to reuenge the waſting ol his own country. with 
the which ſo many and ſa waightye matters, he was ſoꝛe 
enutroned and as it were beſieged at ones, that he wyſte 
not which to remeady fit ſt. Vet notwithſtanding he pꝛo⸗ 
miſed to ſend ſucco2s to euery one of them ere it wer.lõg. 
But becauſe he was hable to perfourme as muche as he 
pꝛomiſed, but to thentent that by putting them in hope of 
comfoꝛt, he might kepe them his frendes fil. But p firſt 
viage that he toke in hand was againſt the Dardanians, 
who watchinge the time to finde him from home, deter⸗ 
mined to take their aduaũtage, and ta inuade Pacedone 
with a greater puiſſaunte in his abſence. : Allo hee made 
| peace with the Romaines and ſo being contented to haue 
Piility 8- delayed the Romaine warres againlte Pacedone fa the 
5 eye Bo time, he lald wait to entrap Philopemenes Duhe ot the 
mains, Acheans, who as it was repoꝛted to him, ſtirred the Ros 
maines and the mindes of his confederates againſt him. 
But the Philopemenes hauing knowledge therof, 

and ſo auoiding the danger of the ſame, com⸗ 

pelled the Acheans by his authoꝛitye to 

rebell againſt hn.

Andall the realme followed the See what 
ſteppes of they? king. By meanes wherofnot onlpe hys the euyll en- 
noble men and Ockicers but allo all his men of warre, kameie — 
laying aſide the exerciſe of chtualry and feates of armed * dethe, 
vtterly waſted and ſpailed them ſelues wyth llouthe and 
fdlenefſe. Antiochus kinge of mia, who therof beinge 
pꝛince, thꝛougꝭ a certain old grudge betwene thoſe two, 
raiſed a power ſodainly, and wan many cities from him, 
and entred foꝛceably into Egipte, Ptolomp trembled fo 
feare,and beſought Antiochus by his ambaſſadours, that 
he would reſpite him but ſo long as he mighte raiſe a po- 
wer. Afterward hauing hired a great hoſt out of Grete, 
he fought a pꝛoſperous battel,andhe had vtterly berefte god tende th 
Antiochns of his kingdome, if he hadanye thinge furthe- foꝛtune to 
red his good foꝛtune, wildome and audacity. But he was fooles+ 
content with the recouery of the Cities that he had loft, 
and ſo concluding a peace, deſirouſip tooke the occaſion of © 
quictncfſe when it was offered hun, and ſo wallowinge fe 
5 inta bis olde accuſtomed flonthfulnefe, he lic we The fuchy 


his Wife Eurydice, beinge hys owae ſyſter, (though the arr boron nl 


1 entitementes of a harlot called Agathoclca) with whom Þtolomp 


he was taken in lone. Phil: pater. 
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And ſo foꝛgetting quite the renoume ot his nany, and the 
mateſty of his kingdome, he ſpent the nightes in lechery, 
and the daies in feaſtinge and bankettinge. Beſides this 
the moꝛe to encreale and enflame his lecherous appetite 
withall, he had at his feaſtes muſicall dꝛincking and dan- 
ſing. Neither could the king nowe content himſelfe to be⸗ 
holde and heare others, but alſo like a maſter of nanghti- 
nelſe would play vppon inſtrumentes and daunce to the 
ſame. Theſe were the fyꝛſt plagues and pꝛeuy maladies, 
which afterward were the ruine and decay of the kinges 
houſe. Foz within a while after, they grewe to ſuche a li⸗ 
centious libertve, and the harlot wared ſo bolde that the 
walles of the court were not able to holde her. Whome 
being of herfelfe pꝛoud and arrogant inough, thunſpeke- 
able lechery that the king vſed daily with her bꝛother A- 
gathocles, a ſtrompet ofmoze beauty then was requiſite 
in a man made yet moze ſtately and arrogant. And to the 
encreaſemente thereof, made alſo her mother Euanthe, 
whiche with her daliaunce and enticementes had ſo allu⸗ 
red the kinges harte vnto her, that he had begotten two 
childꝛen of her. By meanes wherof beinge not contente 
with the kinge, now they helde the kingdome alſo, nowe 
they muſte come abꝛode fo be ſeene in the open face of all 
the woꝛld, now they muſt be ſaluted now they muſte be 
waited bpon. Agathocles ſifting cheke by cheke with the 
kinge, ruled the citye at his owne pleaſure , The women 
diſpoſed marſhalſhips of the hoſte, lieuetenaniſhippes of 
pꝛouinces, and captainſhips as pleaſed them ſo that ther 
was no man in all his realme, that could do leſſe then the 
kpng him ſelfe. | 48 r

was dead. Neuertheleſſe aſſone as y matter tam to light, 
the people ran vpon Agathccles and ſlue him, and the wo⸗ 
men in reuengement of Eurpdice, were hanged vp vpon 
gibets, The notozious inlamp ot the realme, being thus 
purged and put awap by tbe death of the king and the pu- 
niſhment of the harlots, the men of Alerandꝛia ſente am- 
baſſads:s to the Romaines, deſiriag them to take vppon 
them the pꝛotection of their Dapia king, and the geuern- 
ment of rhe kingdome of Egipt he which they auouched 
that Philip and Antioch s had already beught and ſolde 
betwene them ſelues, entending to part it betwirt them. 

The Komatnes wer v-rp glad of that ambaſſade.,as they 
that ſoughte occaſion of war againſt Phillip to be rt uen⸗ 
ge» fo! his lying n wait to do them diſpleſure in the time 
of their warres with the Carthaginenſes. Beſides this, 
after the time they had ſubdued the Tarthaginenſes, and 
d:tuen away Hanntball, they fexred no mannes puiſlans 
moꝛe then Phillips recounting with hem ſelues what a 
ſtir Þp2rhus had kept in Italy with fo (mail a handfull of 
Matedones, and how great aduentures and entetpꝛiſes þ 
Macedones had atchteued in the Caf; ert vpon ambal⸗ 
ſadoꝛs were ſent to Antiochus and Phillip, willing them 
not to medle with the kingdome of Egipt. Furthermoꝛe 
. Lepidus was ſent into Egipt to take vppon hym the 
pꝛotection of the childe, + thadminiſtration of the realme. 

N hile theſe thinges were a doing. the ambaſTidoures of 
Attaluskinge of Pergamus, and the ambaſſado2s of the 
Rhodians came to Rome to complain cf the wzongs that 
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Egypt, 
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b2oughte a= 
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king Pbiliphad don vnto them. The which thing cauſed aud warrc 1s 
the Senate to goo in hand with the warres of Macedone wade agapnlt 


fozthwtth. Foz vnder pꝛetence of atding their cofederates 
war mas decreed againſt Phitlip,and a conſull was ſent 
with an army into Pacedone, And ere it was long after, 
all Grete vpon truſte of rhe Komaines roſe againſt Phil- 
lip, in hope to recouer their 2uncient liberty, 4 made war 
bpon him. By meanes wherof the king was ſo aſſaulted 
gn every ſide, that be was conſtrained to deſpꝛe peace.

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{When the articles of peace ſhould be pꝛopounded by the 
Romains, both Attalus x the Rhodtans.+ the Acheans, 4 
the Actolians demaũded reffitution of that that bad ben 
thetrs. On thother fide Philip graunted y he could finde 
in his hart to be ruled bt the Romains but he ſaid, it was 
an vnſemely matter, that the Grekes being vanquiſhcd 
by his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs Philip and Alexander e ſubdued vn⸗ 
der the yoke of the Empire ol Patedone, ſhould like con ⸗ 
queroꝛs p:cſcribe him articles of peace ,and not rather be 
dꝛiuen to a ſtrait accbpt foꝛ their diſobediens o euer thei 
ought to chalenge any libertye. Nenerthelefſe at lengthe 

by much intretaunce, they graunted him truce foꝛ u. mo⸗ 

neths. In the which time the peate ß could not be agreed 

vpon in Matedone, might be regurſted ol the Senate at 

Rome. The ſame pere, hetwene the Zlands ofTherame- 

Antarth⸗ det Theraſia,in the mid way betwene both tho2es,ther 
maze, was a great earthquake in the ſea. By meansof p which 
1 to the great admiration of ſuch as ſailed that way) ſodely 
out of the depe,floted vp an Jland with hot waters. And 

in Aſia the very ſame day another carthquake ſhaked the 

Khodes and many other cittes ,thzowing downe the hou⸗ 

ſes and buildings, wherol ſome wer ſwalowed vp whole. 

At the which wonder all men wer ſoze afraid e the ſonth 

ſavers pꝛopheſied, that the Romain Empire then begin» 

ning to ſpꝛing vp, huld deuour thold Empire of the gre⸗ 

kes and Pacedones, In the meane ſeaſon, the peace was 

teiected by the ſenate, whervpon Phillip ſollicited the ty⸗ 

* rant Nauis ta take his part againſt the RNomains: and ſo 

übung the whe he had bꝛougbt his bolk into the field, his ennempes 

Macedones a ſtanding in oꝛder of battel againſt him, he began to enco- 

gainſt the rage his men, reherſing how the Pacedones had conque⸗ 

Nomaincg. red and ſubdued the Perſians, the Bactrians,theIndias, 

and to be ſhoꝛt all Aſia euen to the vttermooſte boꝛder of 
the Caft.@apinge that ſo muche moꝛe fo2ce and courage 

ought tobe ſhewed in this battel,then in the other, as li⸗ 

herty is a thing of greater pꝛice then dominion. Flams 
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Flaminius allo the Nomaine Conſull, in like manner en⸗ 
couraged his men to the encounter, bp puttinge them in glam tung 
rememberaunte of the thinges atchieued latelpe befoze; cnconrageth 
She wing them how on the one ſide Carthage and Sictl the romaines 
wer conquered, and on the other ſide Italy and Spain re⸗ 
couered by the pꝛoweſſe and puiſſance of the Romaincs, 
and that Hanniball was nothinge infertonre to great 4- 
lerander, who being ones dꝛiuen oute of Jtalye, they had 
fubducd Affricke the third part ofthe woꝛld. And pet the 
atedones were not to be eſteamed by the auncyent re⸗ 
nowine of thepꝛ pꝛedetceſſoures, but accoꝛdinge to the po⸗ 
wer and ſtrength that they were of at that pꝛeſent. Foꝛ 
they ſhoulde not encounter with greate Alexander who 
was repozted to be inuincible, no2 with his armye that 
conquered all the Eaſt, but with Philip a child pet ſkarte 
come to peres of diſcretion, who had much a do to defend 
his kingdome againſte his nerte neighboures, and wyth 
thoſe-Bacedones which but euen thother day almooſte, 
were ſpoiled and led away pꝛiſoners by the Dardantans, 
who wer able to talk of nothing ſaue the renoumed acts 
of their aneeſtoꝛs, wheras the Romaines might wozthe- 
ly repo2t the dedes done by them ſelues and they? ſouldi⸗ 
ours. Fo2 it was none other hoſte that had ſubduedHane 
nibal and the Carthaginenſes and almoffe all the Mett, 
then the very ſame louldiers whom he had ther ftanving 
in battel ray, with theſe encontagements the myndes of 
bothe armies being enflamed,ranfierflye to the encoun⸗ 
ter, the one part glozying in the Empire of the Eaff, the 
other in thempire ofthe Melt, the one byinging into the 
battel with them the aunctentand fozmoztie renoume of 
thelr pzedeeeſſo2s,the other the freth and fragrant flour 
of their late fried knighthode and cheualry, But the No⸗ 
mains had the foꝛtunc to vanquiſh the Patedones. Phil Philtip 1s 0: 
lip being vtterly diſcouraged by t is battel, and defixing #5, 
peace of the Conſull Flaminius,retatned ſtvli the name 
ol kynge, but he was bereſte of all 9 Cityes of Grete, 
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as it were the members of his kingdome, which were ſi⸗ 
tuate without the boundes of the auncient inheritaunce, 
and ſo he had no moꝛe left him, but onlpe the countrye of 
Macedones. And pet the Aetolians being offended that at 
their pleſure Maceconc alſa was not taken from him and 
geuen to them in rewarde of thepz papnes taken in the 


warre,ſcur ambaſſadoures to Antizchus, who by flatte- 
ring him in aduaunting bis puiſſaunte +.chenalrp,might 
enfozce him to make warte againſt the emen hope 
that all Grece would Foy "we part.

Fo: the name of that Hannibali made the 

warres at Antiochus terrible, whome his enutous aduer⸗ 

ſaries hadde accuſed to the Romsines of ſccreate conſpi⸗ 

racye with Antiochus, alledginge that hys harte woulde 

not ſerue him to ſiue vnde a lawe, beinge accuſtomed to 

beare rule, and beinge accuſtomed to the oner licentpous 

kberty of the campe, and that he was ſo weary of the reſt 

and quietneſſe of the titpe, that hee euer moꝛe ſoughte to 

picke ſome quatel, to thentent to haue occaſpon agapn of 

ſome newe warres.

Therefoze when he had ſhe wed himſelfe all day longe 

befoze the eyes of the noble men, and or the Romain am⸗ Dannibali 
baſſadouze in the fate of the tourte. euen to the xttermolk, 12 neces, 
in the wWuttynge in ol the euenyng, be toke hozſeback, and or ore 


rode to a manoꝛ that he had in the ſubburbes neate vnto'mames, 
the ſea ſyde, not makynge anye of his {ernauntes baue 
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wher about he went, but willed them to wait at the gate 
til he came again. He had at the ſaid manoꝛ ſhippes t ma⸗ 
riners hidden fo2 the nones in a noke of the ſea. Poꝛeo⸗ 

uer he had there a great ſum of monpe in a readineſſe in 
the ſame pece of ground to thentent that if he wer dꝛiut 
ts ſuch neteſſity, he wold not be letted of his iourney foꝛ 
want of ſhips oꝛ ſoꝛ want of mon. There vppon wyth a 
companyof his moſte picked ſeruauntcs(the noumber of 
whom was increſed with Italian p2ifoners,)he toke ſhip 
ping and directed his courſe toward Antiockh us. The next 
day the city waited in the iudgement bal foꝛ their pꝛince, 
and the ſame time their Conſul. Mhen they hard that be

But Hanmball who knew by pole the pzowefſe and 
puiſſaunce of the Romaines, denied that if was polſpble wyth 
to ouercome them but in Italp:to the perfoꝛmans wher © — ſte, 
ok, he willed him fo deltuer him an hundꝛod ſhippes, with muſte recken 
tenne thouſand footemen and thꝛe thouſande hoꝛſemen, twile. 
pꝛomiſinge to make as hotte warres in Italye with that 
little band as euer he had done before ſo that his maieſty Hannibals 
ſitting in quiet in ata, he woulde either bing bim home re 
victozp and conqueſt oꝛ elſſe indifferent articles of final! e the 
peace and attonement. Foz bothe the Spampards were Romames. 
deſirous fo renue the warres if they had a captaine to ſet 
them a wooꝛke, and he himſelfe was better acquapnted 
with Italy now, then he had beene in fozefimes .

Antiochus miſliked 
not fo muche the tounſell as the authoꝛ therol, leaſte the 
gloꝛy of the victo2p ſhould redound to Hannibal, and not 
to him. Thus thzoughe Ad and flatterpe all was

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marde, and nothing was done by connſello2 reaſon, The 
king all the winter time geuinge himſelfe to riot and pa⸗ 
ſffme ,was euery day making of new marriages. On tbe 
contrarye part attilius the Romaine Conſull, who was 
ſent to theſe warres, witbal diligence pzepared men and 
armoꝛ, withal other munitions, artillery and babilimen- 
tes fo2 the war confirmed and ſtrengthened the cityes p 
were in confederacy,allured ſuch as wer neuters, and in 
concluſion acco:ding as either part laid befoze hande fo2 
their furniture, ſo did they ſyede in the war. In the ſpꝛſte 
encounter when the king ſaw his men geue back, he did Intlochng 
not releue them with frelhe ſuccoꝛs, but offred hymſelle g nt te 
captain of ſuch as firſt ran away, and lefte his campe rc- east. 
pleniſhed withall richefſe to his enemy. Mhen he had el⸗ 
kaped by flight into aſia, while the Romaines were occu⸗ 
pied in gathering the ſpoyl, he began to repent him that wanntbat te 
he had reiected Hanniballes counſel, and there vppon ta: taken into fa 
king him into fauoure againe,he ſayde he woulde doo all vr again. 
thinges by his aduiſemente. In the meane ſeaſon it was 
told him that Liuius Penemus aRomaine captaine, ap- 
poputed admirall ofthe ſea by the Senate, was comming 
towardes him with foure ſnoꝛe ſhinpes of war, the whi⸗ 
che tidinges put him in good comfoꝛte to rece uer his miſ⸗ 
foꝛtune. Therkoꝛe he determined to encounter with him 
by the way, beloꝛe that the Cities which as yet held their 
aliance with him, were reuolted to the Romains, hoping 
to aboliſh the diſhonoꝛ of the diſcomfiture take in Grece 
by a new victo2y. And thervppon Hanniball was ſent to 
the ſea with the kinges flete.

ther aifricanus was geuen bim to be his lieuetenaunt, to 
thentent Antiochus ſhould vnderſtande that they had as 
muche confidence in theyꝛ conquerour Scipio, as he had 
in his vanquiſhed Hanniball. As the Scipios were con- 
ueving ouer their hooſte into aſia, wooꝛde was bꝛoughte 
them, that the warre in bothe places was all redye bꝛou⸗ 
ghte paſte the woꝛſte, and ſo they fonnde antiochus van⸗ 
quiſhed in battel on the land, and Hannibal ouercome vp 
on the ſea.

murder his owe ſonne, and bꝛought all the courte in ſos 

row and heauineſſe. After Demetrius was thus put to 
death, the party being diſpatched out of the way, whome 
he feared as his enemye, Perſes beganne to be not onlye 
moꝛe llacke in doing his duety, but alſo moꝛe ſtubboꝛn a⸗ 
gainſt his father, behauing himſelfe, not like an heire but 
like a kinge. Phillip beinge ſoꝛe offended with his milde⸗ 
menoꝛ, bewailed the deathe of Demetrius verpe vnpact- 
ently from day to dape. Where vppon miſtruſtynge hym 
ſelf to be decefued by cautele and treaſon, he put the wyt⸗ 
nefſes and reco2d bearers to toꝛture. Thꝛoughe whyche 
hauing boulted out their treaſon, he was vered as much 
with the wickedneſſe of Perſes, as with the vndeſerued 
death of Demetrius.

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By meancs where of the Citye hauinge no feare noz inf- 
firufte of his dooinges in as muche as they beleued that 
they had his richeſle ſoꝛ a pledge, he went to Pꝛuſias, ca⸗ 
rying all his golde with hym, poured into Images of tim⸗ 
ber, leaſt it his richeſſe ſhould be eſpied, he might happen 
tobe put in ieoperdy of his life fo2 them. 
Afterwarde when Emnenes had ouercome Pꝛuſias 
Hamnibals in battel vpon the lande and that Pꝛuſias would try the 
dratageme. aduenture of the lea, Hannibal bya new deniſe was the 
occaſion that he gate the victo2y. Fo2 he cauſed of all kin⸗ 
des of Serpentes to be put into earthen pots the whiche 
in the middes of the battell were caſte into the enempes 
ſippes. This fratagemeſemed at the firſt to the menne 
of Pontus, to be but a mockerys to leave weapones and 
kyghte wyth earthen pottes. But when the Serpentes 
began to ſwarme about them inthe ſhippes they wer ſo 
troubled wyth the doubtfull daunger, that they wiſt not 
what to do, and ſo they gaue their enemp the vpper bid, 
Ulhen tidinges hereof tame to Rome, the Senate ſente 
ambafſadoures fo ceaſe the ſtrife betwene bothe the kin⸗ 
ges, and to demaũd to baue Hannibal pelded vnto them. 
But Yanniball hauynge knowledge of the matter, pop⸗ 
N ſcif, and dyed ere tbe ambaſſadour could come 
p 
This peare was notable fo: the deathes of thꝛee ofthe 
moolte puiſſaunte captaines in all the whole woꝛld, that 
is to ſape,of Hanniball, Philopemenes and Scipio Atfri⸗ 
The commen canus. Of the whiche it is well knowen that Hanmball, 
patton of 945 neither in the time that al Italy quaked to ſer him thun⸗ 
' niball, deringe like a tempeſt in the Romatne Empire, no2 whe 
he was returned to Carthage and helde the ſoueraintye, 
did euer ſptte downe to his meat, oꝛ dꝛynke aboue a pinte 
and a halte ot wine at a meale. And as foꝛ chaſtitye hee 
kepte it ſo immaculate and vndefiled amonge ſo manye 
pꝛiſonners as he hedde, that a man would ſweare he had 
neuer bene boꝛne in Africke,

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Certeſſe he was of that mode ſtye and gouernmente, 

that all be it had ſundzye kindes of people to rule in hys

Perſes beſides his hoſte of Pacedones, who by the 

opinion ofall men were accompted bnnincible,had in his 

treaſury and in his ſtoꝛe houſes where with all to maine⸗ 

tame ten peares warre,p2epared befoꝛe hande by bys fa- 

ther. By meanes wherof, being pufed vp with pꝛide and 

foꝛgettynge what chaunce hys father had befo2e hym, he 

willed his men to conſider the auncient renoune of Alex⸗ 

ander. The firſt encounter was of hoꝛlmen, in the which 

Jerfes getting the vpper hand, pꝛocured himſelle the fa⸗

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Cherfoꝛe as the Romaines ſought to finde ſome quare!! 
to make warre againſt them, by foꝛtune a cõplainte was 
bꝛought againſt them in due ſeaſon by the Lacedemoniis 
whoſe fieldes foꝛ a mutual hatred betwene the tws peo⸗ 
ples,)the Acheans had fozraged. The Senate made an- 
fwer to the Lacedemonians, that they wold ſend ambaſ- 
ſadoꝛs into Grete, to ſe how their confedcrates were delt 
 wythall;and to defend them from taking any wꝛonge. 

But thambaſſadozs had p2tnelp in charge beſides to diſ- 
ſolue the agreable conſent ofthe Acheans, and to ſet ene- 
ry city fre from other, to thentent they might the eallier 
be bꝛought in ſubiection:and if anye cities ſhewed theym 
ſelues ſo ſtout that they woulde not, they ſhould be com · 
pelled by fo2ce. The ambaſladoures therfoze callinge the 
pꝛintes ot all the cities befoze them to Coʒynthe, retyted 
the decree of the Senate, declarvuge what they woulde 
counſel! them to do, They ſaid it was expedient foz them 
all, that euery Citpe ſhoulde be gyuerned by their owne 
lawes,and by they2 owne cuſfomes , When thys was 
ones notiſiee to them all, thep were in ſuche a rage, that 
lyke mad men, they kylled all the foꝛreine people within 
the realme Pea and they had doone as muche to the Ro- 
maine Ambaſladours them felues alſo, vf they had not 
had intelligens of the hurlye burly, and ſhyfted fo2 them 
ſelues by flight. Aſſone as tydinges hero came to Rome 
koꝛthwith the Senate appoynted Pummius the Conſull 
to make warre againſt the Acheans, Who without fur- 
ther delape, conueyinge thyther his armie, and hauinge 
vigilantly puided ſoꝛ all thinges befoze hand offered his 
enemies battell. But the Acheans,as though they hadde 
take a matter ot no impoꝛtans in hand by making warre 


Sheds againſt the Romains,ſo they loked and cared foꝛ nothing 


at all, foꝛ they were ſo myndlfull of the pꝛap, and ſo care⸗ 
les foꝛ the battel ᷣ they bꝛought chariots x wagous with 
tbem to lade home with the ſpoile of their enemies, x ſet 
their wines r chiddꝛen in p moſitains to behold p . 
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But when they tame to hande ſtrokes, they were ſlapne 
ryghte downe befo2ze thepz frendes faces, where by they 
gaue them a ſoꝛow vll ſight, the rememberaunce wherof 
might greue them all the dapes of theyꝛ life after. Theyꝛ 
wines and childꝛen alſo beinge of lookers on made cap- 
tives, were a pꝛa to the enemy, The chiefecitye Tozinth 
was beaten downe. Al the people were ſold by the dzum, 
to the entent that by the enſample therof; the other cities 
myghte be a fratd to make any trouble oꝛ fnſurrection, 
M hile theſe thinges were a doinge, Antiochus kinge of 
Dyꝛia made warre vppon Ptolomy the elder, hys ſpũlers antio ntiochug 
ſonne king of Egipt, geuen all together to ſlouthe,and fe n maketh war 
feble and vnluſty thꝛough daily and continuall ryot, that bpon Ptole= 
be notonly committed all thinges appertatning to the ez . _ of 
fate and office of a king, but alſo by meanes of over much gert. 
pamperinge bp of bim ſelfe, was in manner voide of that 
reaſon whicheonghte to be in man. Being therfoze dziuẽ 
out of his kingdome, he fled to dlexandzia, to Ptolowye 
hys yonger bꝛother, with whome he parted bis kingdom, 
and ſo they ſente ambaſſadoures topntiye together to the 
Senate of Rome, requeſtinge healpe by the ryghte of the 
league in the whiche they were bounde in alyauns wyth 
— The Senate being moued at the ſute of the bzethꝛẽ 
ther vpon ſent Pub. Popilius ambaſſadour to Antiochus 
to wil bim to abſtaine from Egipt, oz it he were all ready. 2 
entered to voide thence. When be had founde hym in E⸗ An example 
gept, and that the kynge offered to kyſſe him, (taz at uche 2727 yncoz< 
time as Antiochus lay in hoſtage at Rome, among others — of greate

gratitude. ſuctoure, and foz ioy that he had ſo honeſt a title to make 
warre, be purpoſed to ſette him in poſſeſſion of the kyng- 
dome agatne , But Yolofernes beinge of a cankered and 
malitious nature, (catering in league with the Antiocht⸗ 
ens, being at tbat time offended with Demetrius, tooke 
counſell how to depꝛiue him of his kyngdome, that went 

aboute to reſtoꝛe him into hys kingdome. Demetrius ha⸗ 

ninge knowledge there of, ſpared his life becauſe ariara⸗ 

thes ſhoulde not bee deliucred from the feare of hys b20- 

thers warre. Neuertheleſſe he cauſed him to be appꝛehen⸗ 

ded and put him in pꝛiſone in the citye Seleucia, Pet not- 
withſtanding the antfochlens were not ſo diſcouraged by 

the detection of their conſpiracye, that they woulde ceaſe 
from their rebellion. Therefoze by the helpe of Ptolompe 
Tye hatred king of Egipt, attalus king of aſia, and ariarathes kyng 
of dyuers of Cappadocta,all the whiche Demetrius hadde by hys 
kings againſt warres lirred againfte him, they ſubozned one Pꝛompa⸗ 
Demetrius. jus a man ot the baſeſt ſozte,to chalenge the kyngdom by 
koꝛte ot᷑ armes, as thoughe it had bene hys by right of in- 
beritaunce,and to the entent there ſhould want nothyng 
to ſpite Demetrius withall, they pꝛoclaimed hym by the 
namt 
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name of Alerander , and reyozted him to be the ſonne of 
Antiochus. Do ſoꝛe hatred was Demetrius amongſte all 

men, that by an vntuerſal conſent, they not only gaue his 

aduerſarpe the power of a kinge, but alſo attributed vnts 

him nobility of birth and lignage. Alexander therfoze by 

meanes of this wonderfull exchaunge of tbinges, fozget- 

ting his owne old villainage, beinge accompanied wyth 

the power almoſte of all the whole Eaſte, made warre as 

gainfte Demetrius, whome he vanquiſhed and depzyued 

botbe of life and kingdome. Howe be it Demetrius wan- 

ted ns courage to withſtand the bꝛunt of the warres, Foz wr Rohan 
at the firſt encounter he put his enemy to flight, and whe ot Demet u 
the king renued the battel againe, he ſlue many thouſand 

of thepz men in the field, and pet at the laſt being of an in⸗ 

uincible courage, he was ſlaine fighting moſt valiantlpe 

among the thickeft of his enemies. In the beginninge of 

the warres , Demetrius had committed to the charge of 
bis hoſte of Gupdus in Lycta,bis two ſonnes anda great 
ſumme of golde, ts the entent they ſhould be bothe oute of 
fcoperdye of the warre,andalſo it it ſhoulde ſo happen be 
pꝛeſerued to reuenge theyꝛ kathers death. The elder of 
them named Demetrius, being paſt childes age, hearyng Demetrius

ped the kyngdame of Spꝛia, the which he enioyed a great 
whyle: hut at the length, when the fanour that men bare 
him, bepngnewlie made kyng, bt gan to weare oute. Un- 
tiochns the bꝛother of Demetrius, who at that tyme was Intiochus 
bꝛougbt vp in Alia, being but a very child, ouertame him 18 
in battell, and ſo the kyngdome of Sia was-redu/evay nerctentreth 
gapne to toe ſtocke ol Demetrius.

His poztis was 
the head of all the other. The pongeſt of the bꝛothers was 
The hif0:y Foleph, sf whole ercellent wit his bzothers being afraid, 
of Joſcpye in ſatd wait foz him pꝛeuelp, and ſolde him to marchauntes 
Egypt. graungers, by home he was carted into E gipte: where 
thꝛoughe t rpneſſe of his wit, he ſo p2ofpted in the 
magicall artes, that within a ſhozte ſpace , he became in 
great fauoʒ with the king. Foz de was both a very witty 
diuinoz of wonders and kozetokens, and alſo he was the 
kirſle tbar inuented the fnterpzetation of dꝛeames. Pea 
there was nothing appertatninge either to God oz man, 
whertn he ſemed not to haue had exact knowledge, In ſo 
muche that he foꝛeſaw the barrenneſfſe of the land, many 
peres befoze it tame, and all Egipt has peariched fo: hun 
ger, it the king thꝛough vis counſel had not geuen flraite 
tcommaundement, to lape vp in ffoze the cozne and frate 
of many peres befoze hand. Finally he was ſo well tried 
that his anſweres ſeemed not to be geuen by man, but by 
God, His ſonne was Moiſes, who beſpdes the inheritans 
u vntene d his fathers knowledge, was alſo commended fo2 hys 
tale of Bo- excellent beuty and perſonage. But the Egiptians being 
ſes. and ofthe ſtricken with a great itch and ſkabbedneſſe,to the entent 
yn of that the contagion ſhould infect no mo, by the warnynge 
2ut sfEn;pr, of an Ozacle, dꝛaue hym and all the infected oute of the 
boꝛders of Egypt. Moyſes therkoze being made captayne 
of the baniſhed people, ſtale a way the ſacrifices of the E⸗ 


giptians the which the E ns entending to recoucr 
by koꝛte, were compelled by Tempeſtes to retire home a- 


gxtne. Popſes eftſones reſoztnig to Damaſco the natyue 
of his anreſtoꝛs, went bp into the mountain Sp⸗ 
which. (fo as much as he firſt reſted ther after 
ſeuen dapes falling and trauel of hymlelf and on people 
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thzough the deſertes of Arabie) he hallowed the ſeuenth 

dap, and called it after the manner and vſage of the coun⸗ 

trie, the Sabboth day, commaundyng it to be kept. Fa- 
ftyngday foꝛ euer after to the woꝛldes ende, becauſe that 

that day had made an ende of all their trauell and hun⸗ 

ger. And foꝛaſmuch as they remembꝛed howe they were 

dꝛyuen oute of Aegppt, ſoꝛ feare of infection, they made a 

la we, neuer after to communicate with ſtraungers, the 

which thyng ryſing at the firft bppon good cauſe and con 
ſyderacion, by lytle and lytle grewe into cuſtome and ſu⸗ 
perſtition. After Moyſes, his bꝛother Aaron was conſe- FZaron, 
crated firſt Pꝛieſt of the Ceremonies of Iſrael, and anon 

after created kyng. And euer after it remayned as a cu⸗ 

ſtome among the Jewes, that they that wer their p2icfts 

were alſo their kynges: thꝛough whoſe Juſtice and vp- 
rightneſſe joyned with Keligio,it is an vncredible thing, 

how greatly they encreaſed. The enryching of the Jewes 

came by the reuenewes of Balme, whiche groweth no Ot Baum e 
where, but only in their tountrie. Foꝛ there is a certayn n e 
valep, incloſed round about with continuall hylles , as it ds 
were walles like vnto gardines. The place contepning 


two hundꝛed thouſand Acres, is named Jericho. Inthe 


ſame vale there is a wood, notable, bothe foꝛ the frute⸗ The deſcrip: 
fulneſſcand fo2 the pleaſauntnefſe thereof. Fo2 it is beſet tion ofthe 
with date trees and balme trees. The Balme trees are Jerich. cf

Ler⸗ 
ſubducd the res kyng of Perſia fyꝛſt ſubdued the Jewes. Afterward 
Jeweg. thepand the Perſians alſo, were bꝛought in ſubfection by 
great Alerander, and continued a longe tyme vnder the 
gauernaunce of the Empy2e of Pacedone.Laftely rebel: 
ſyng agaynſt Demetrius, by ſekyng the frendſhyppe and 

Aliance of the Romayns, who at that tyme dyd cut large 

thonges of other mens lether, they were the fyzite ol all 
the Nacions of the Caſt, that requeſted lybertie,Durpng 
the ſame tyme that there was ſach alteraciõ of the kyng- 
dome of Spꝛia among the new kynges: Attalus kyng of 

Alia, diſtayned his motke floꝛiſhyng kyngdome which he 

Seen had receyued ot his vncle Eumencs, with the llaugbter 
uyng ol Ilia of his frendes, and thexecucion ot his Kvnsfolke „ falſelye 
che leſſe. furmiſpng one whyle, that the olde lady his mother an o⸗ 
ther while, that his owne ſpouſe Beronice were by their 

ſoꝛcerv and enchauntmentes kylled. After the commit- 
2 tyng of this wicked and oufragious crueltie, he put on 
tons kylthie apparcll, be let his hed and his beard growe long, 
of Ittalus, lyke as offenders are wont fo dooe in perſon , he woulde 
not come abꝛode, he would not ſhew himſelf to the people 
he would not make any myꝛthe oꝛ good chere in his houſe 
no noꝛ p2etend ante token at all, of a manne that is in his 
right wittes ſo that it was not to be thought. but that he 
puniſhed bimlelfe , to pacifye the Ghoſtes of fuche as he 
bad wꝛongtullie put to death. There vppon leauyng the 
gouernement of the kyngdome, he gaue himſelfe to ma⸗ 
kyng of gardynes, and ſowed ſedes, ſettyng herbes and 
wedes myngled togyther, all the which be woulde ſtepc 
in venemous liquoꝛs and ſend as a ſpectall pꝛeſent to his 
frendes, Furthermoze he gaue himſelfe to the ſtudie of 
Smytbs craft, and to founding * 
deligh⸗ 
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delightyng in meltyng and caſting of bzaſſe. Fynallie en- 

tendyng to make his mother a Tumbe, as he was ear- The death 
neſtlie occupied about the ſame he caught a Surkette by of Ittalug, 
the heate of the ſunne, of the which he dyed within ſeuen 

dapes aftcr. By his laſt will he made the people of Rome 

his heire. But there was one Ariſtonicus the ſonne of 
Cumenes,not begotten in lawfull wedlocke , but bozne = (onicus 
of a ſingle woman of Epheſus, the daughter of a certayn * 
Pynſtrell, who after the death of Attalus, toke vppon 

bim the kyngdome of Aſia, as pf it had ben his by right 

of inheritaunce. When he had fought manie pꝛoſperous 

battelles, agaynſt ſuch of the Cities as woulde not pelde 
themſelfes vnto him foꝛ feare of the Romayns, and ther- 

bppon ſemed now to be righfull kyng in dede. Licinius The rewers 
Craſſus the Conſul, was appopnted to haue the charge of of couttouſ 
Aſia:who hauyng moze mynde of Attalus riches, then of delle. 
the warre,(by aduenture in the later end of the wynter. 

fo2 wante of good oꝛder and gouernaunce in the fyelde) 

was ouercomme, and with the loſſe of his lpfe, ſuffered 


due puniſhement fo2 his vnaduiſed raſheneſſe and coue- 


fouſneſſe. In his roume was ſent the Conſull Perpenna, 
who in the fyꝛſt encounter vanquiſhed Ariſtonicus, and 
toke him pꝛiſoner, and alſo ſhipped all the riches of Atta- 


lus, belongyng to theRomapns by foꝛce of Legacie.and 
conueyed them to Rome. The which his ſucceſſoꝛ, Bars 


tus Aquiltus the Conſul, takyng ſoꝛe to hart, made al the 
haſt and ſpede he could deuiſe, to take Aryſtonicus per⸗ 
fozceout of Perpennas hand, as who ſhoulde ſap,that he 
himſelk onght rather to haue the honoꝛ of Zryumph fo; 
vafiquiſhyng hym. But the deathe of Perpenna 
bꝛake the ſtryfe of the Conſulles: and ſo Alia 
beyng made the right of the Komayns, 
with her richeſle ſent alſo her vi- 
tes vnto Nome.

TheKomay- the Which requeſt with much ſute the Paſſilians obtey- 
nes reward ned. This done, they rewarded the kynges that had ay⸗ 
they2 parta= ded them agapnſt Ariſtonicus: vnto WW kiyng 
kerg. of Pontus, they gaue the leſſer Spꝛia, 4 vnto the ſonnes 

of Ariarathes kyng of Cappadocia, who loſt his lyfe in 
the ſame battell, they gaue Licaonia and Cilicia. And the 
people of Rome delt moꝛe faithfully with the ſonnes of 
their confederates, then the mother dyd deale with her 
owne childꝛen. Fo2 by thone the child had his kyngdome 
enlarged, by thother, he was bereft of his lyfe. Foz Lao⸗ 
dice, ot ſpre ſonnes that Ariarathes had begotten by her, 

The vnnatu⸗ (fo2 feare, leaſt by continnall ſucceſſion in the gonerne- 

ral cruelty of ment ot the kyngdome, ſome of them mighte happen to 

another. come to mannes eſtate) kylled fyue of them. One of the 
yongelt by the helpe of his kpnred , was ſaned from his 
mothers crueltie, who after the death of the ſayde Lao⸗ 

Not with= dice (fo2 the people had put her to death foꝛ her crueltie) 

out deſert, entoyed the kyngdome alone. Pythꝛidates alſo , beyng 

ſurp2iſed by ſodayne death, left a ſonne behynd him of his

— agg alſo all the kynges that had ben befoꝛe hym, and elde

uenturcs. Mhome 
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home the moſte expert and valiant Captaynes,Sylla 
and Lucullus, with diuers others, z in fine, Cncus Pom 
peius ouercame in ſuch ſoꝛte, that he ſtill roſe with grea- 
ter foꝛce and pꝛoweſſe to renewe the battell, and by his 
toes ſemed euer to be made moꝛe terrible to them. Ft- 
nallpat the length, he was not vanquiſhed as an enemte, 
but in his olde age, leauyng hig(bfineto be his heire, he 
diſpatched himſelfe by wilfull death, in bis owne kyng- 

dome, where his aunceſters had raygned of long cont!- 

nuance. The very wonders of heauen dyd pꝛognoſticate 


what a great man he ſhoulde be:fo2 bothe, the ſame per: Þ Comete, 


that he was boꝛne, and the ſame yere he firſte began his 
reygne, there apperedbythe ſpace of thꝛeſkoꝛe and terine 
dayes, at both tymes ſuche a blaſpng ſtarre, that all the 
ſkye ſemed to be on fp2e: Fo2 it was ſo bygge that it oc- 
cupied a quarter of the heauen,it was ſo bzighte , thatit 
blemiſhed the light of the Sunne, + when it roſe oꝛ went 
doune, it conſamed fower howers at eche tyme, Wher 
he was a chylde, his owne Gouernours wente about to 
deſtroy hym ſettyng hym vppon a rough hoꝛſe, and com- 
pellyng him to lern to ryde and to torney. The which at⸗ 
tempt followyng not their myndes as they woulde haue 
had, the vong Pꝛince Mythꝛidates, rulyng the hoꝛſe bet⸗ 
ter then was loked fo2 in one of his age, they aſlayed him 
with poyſon. The which he ſtandyng in doubt of bekoꝛe, 
dꝛonke tryacle oftentymes: by meanes whereof, he ſo 
ſtaped his bodie, with tryed and exquiſite medicines, that 
when he was olde, he would haue poyſoned himſelfe and 
toulde not. After this, fearyng leaſt his enemies woulde 
compalle the thyng by weapon, which they could not doe 
by venim, he coũterfeyted a deſpꝛe of huntyng: whervp- 
pon by the ſpace of fower peres, he came not vnder ante 
| roofe, epther ok houſe in the Cyfie, oꝛ cotage in the coun⸗ 
trie, but wandered bp and doune the foꝛeſtes and woods, 


treſted the night time in the mountayns, ſometime one 
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where, and ſometime another, no man knowyng where 
was his haunt,enuryng himſelf eyther to chaſe oz to pur⸗ 
ſuc the wylde beaſtes on foote, and with ſome of them to 
encounter with playne foꝛce. By meancs whereof he 
both auoyded all treaſon, and alſo Hardened his bodie to 
abyde all kynde ol trauell and exercyſe. Afterward when 
he came to take ths kyagdome vppon him, immediatlie 
he ſet his mynde, not ſo muche of gouernyng as of enlar⸗ 
pythelbates 379 theſame. Therefoꝛe he maruclous foꝛtunately ſub⸗ 
ſubdueth the dewed and bꝛought in ſubiecion, the Scythians, who be⸗ 
ſouthſa pers. foꝛe that day were neuer conquered, whiche had vtterlic 
deſtroyed Zoppꝛon the Capitayne of greate Alexander, 
with thirtte thouſand armed men, whiche had ſlayne Cy- 
rus kyng of Perſia , with two hundzed thenſndn men of 
warre,and which had put to flyght Philyp kyng of Bas 
cedones: Being thus encreaſed in ſtrength,he conquered 
Pontus, and conſequentlie Cappadocia. Then with cer⸗ 
tayn ot his frendes, he went ſecretly diſguyſed out of his 
owne kyngdome, without knowledge of anie man, and 
wanderyng th2zough Aſia, vewed the ſituacion of all the 
Cytics aud Pꝛouynces of the ſame, From thence he tra- 
uapled ouer Bythinia, and as though he had ben alreadie 
Lo2de of Aſia, he deuiſed all thynges that might helpe to 
farther him coward his conqueſt. After this, when all 
men beleued he had ben dead, he returned home into bis 
own Kealine:where he found a lytle ſonne, whome Laos 
dice his ſyſter and wyfe,had b2ought him forth in his ab⸗ 
The wife of (ence, But in the myddes of the ioye, that was made fo 
Woethzwates his returne, and fo2 the birth of his chyld, he was in daun 
— ger to be popſoned. Foz his ſyſter Laodice, beleuyng him 
his ipfe, to be dead, and therevppon abuſpng her bodye with his 
frendes as though che might haue hydden her offence by 
committpng of a greater cryme , p2epared a cuppe with 
poyſon to welcome him home withall: Wherof Pythzt- 
dates hauyng intelligence by a Damoſell, puniſhed the 
ofence vppon the deuſſers thereof, = 
cr 
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After, when wynter d2ew nigh, be ſpent rot the time 
in keaſtyng, but in frates of armes, not in vdcinelſe but in ye cxercyſe 
exercile, not amõg carpet knights, but eptycr in pouſting of Myrhzida 
and tournving, in runnyng on foote 02 on hoꝛſebacke oꝛ — ; 
els in w2efflyng and tryal of ſtrength among his peres. IAA 
Alſo he daylie enured his men of warre by lyke exercyſe, 
to abyde laboꝛ and trauell as well as himſelf, by meancs 
wherof as he was intuncible himſelt, fo mave he his hoſt 
inutncible alſo, Zhen he entred in league with Nicome- k 
des and inuaded Paphlagonia, the which he conquered, — won 
and parted it with his companyon. Then woo2de was gonta, 
bꝛought to the Senate, that theſe kyngs had ſubdued the 
tountrie, they ſent Ambaſſadours to them both, comaun 
dyng them to fet it in the lyke eſtate as they found it. My 
thꝛidates thinkyng himſelf nowe able ynough to matche ——— 
the puilſlaunte ofthe Romapns, anſwered pꝛaudelie that Ippthzivares 
the kyngdome was his fathers by inheritaunce, and that and hys aun⸗ 
he maruapled, they ſhould make alteration with him foz wer there 
it, hauyng not done, the lyke to his father.

ſo. Nicomedes foꝛaſmuch as he was not able to make his 
partie good by anie fytle,anſmered he woulde ſurrender 
it to the rightfull kyvng: and fo chaungyng the name of 
his owne ſonne he called him hylomenes, by the name

Wherin 
Tappadocia+ he dyd a verie woꝛthie ac, had ther not followed deteipt, 
vppon the doyng thereof. Foꝛ within a fewe dayes after, 
he made as though he woulde reſtoꝛe Goꝛdius into his 
countrie, whole helpe hs had vled in the llayeng ol Aria⸗ 
rathes , hopyng that yf the ponge Byng woulde ſeme to

Pythzidates haupng knowledge 
hereof, and entẽdyng to make warre with the Romains: 
alled himſelf with Tygranes. And it was couenaunted ,,aGay 
bet wirt them, that Pythꝛzidates ſheuld haue foꝛ his parte pet wene 23 
the cyties and landes, and Tygranes ſhould haue fog his tüzibates 3 
ſhare,the men and cattell, and what ſocuer eis was mo, Satz 
ueable. Ifter this, Mithꝛidates pertepuiug what a warre mne. 
he had taken in-bande, ſent out his 4 mbalſadours, lome 
to the Cymbꝛians, ſome to the Frenchegrekes, ſome to 
the Sarmatians, and ſome ta the Baſtarnes, to requeſt 

them of thejr ayde and help. Foz all theſe Nacions bad he gie nations 
allured a good while befoze, by ſhewyng them keendſhyp ſoiitcited by 
and pleaſure dſuers wayes , euer ſynce he tyꝛſte purpoſed n deks 
warte ggaynũt the Komayns. Yozzener he rapſed an hot nn neg. 
of men in Scythia, and armed all the Eaſt agaynfethe 
Romapns. It was no great matter foz hym therefoze, to 
duercome à quilius and Palthyne, haupng none but the 
men ot ⁊ſia about them: after the diſcomfiture of whome

102. There be found great plentie of gold and ſpluer, laid 
bp in ſtoze by the kynges in tymes paſt , and much furnts 
ture foʒ the warres, the which foz as muche as they made 
greatite to his furtherance, he releaſed the cyties all their 
dettes, as well publike as pꝛiuate, and txempted them 
frelie from all charges, as welt of the warres, as of ttp⸗ 
butes and taxes foꝛ fyue peres ſpate.

He (aid he would gladly haue wiſhed, that be might baue 
conſulted vpon this popnt, whether it wer better to haut 
warre 02 peace with the Romaines:but nowe there was 
no remedy but to go thzough with the matter, and not to 
feare them, yea thoughe there were no hope of vbictozpe at 
all. Foz all men would dzaw tbeir wepons vpon thenes, 

thoughe they were not able to defende them (elues, pet to 

reuenge theyz deathes. But foz as mache as he purpoſed 

not to debate, whether it were mete to be in quiet, (conſi⸗ 

dering they were not only ennemtes in-harti, but alſo had 

encountered like enemies in open field,) he woulde fayne 

knowe by what meanes, and bpon what hope, they ſhuld 

matntaine the warres that they had begone. Reuertbe⸗ 

leſſe be bad good hope of the victozpe, if fo be it they hadde 
good hartes. That the Romaines might be ouercome, his 
ſouldiers that vanquiſhed Aquiltus in Bythinia and Pal 
thintus in Cappadocia une we as well as he. But if hee 
thoughte the examples of other menne could moue them 
moꝛe, then theyʒ owne triall and experiens, be harde ſaye 
that Py2rhus king of E pyꝛe, bauyng no mo but ſiue thon 
ſand Pacedones in his boſt, vanquiſhed the Romatnes in 
thze pitched fieldes. He heard ſaye that Hanntball by the 
ſpace of. rbi.yeres abode in Italy like a conqueronre, and 
had taken the city of Rome it ſelfe had not the pzeny mas 
lice and enup of his owne country men, ben a greater hin- 
deraunce to him, thenthe power of the Komaynes . He 
bard ſay that the Frenchmen inhabiting on the other ſide 
of the Alpes, entered into Jtalpe, and there placed theym 
ſelues in maſte of the welthieſt cityes of all the countrpe, 
ſeiſpnge into thepz poſſeſſion ſomewhat a larger piece of 


ſia,fo2 all it is counted ſo weake and cowardly. 
that the ſaid French men hadde not onlye banqulithed the 
Romatnes,but alſo taken their city, in ſo mute that they 
— — al RIA bill from _ 
hence ne to remoue they ennemye 
battel, but by raunſome, F 928 
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Tbe which Frenchemen (whoſe name had allwwales ben 
ſo terrible to the Komaynes) he had to ſtrenghten him in 
his hoſt. Foz there was no differece betwene the French ⸗ 
men that inhabit Aſia, and the Frenchmen that inhabit 
Italp, but onelp the diſtance of their dwellpngs aſunder. 
As foꝛ their oꝛiginall, their pꝛobeſſe, and their maner of 
feightyng was all one, ſaupng that theſe in Aſia muſe 
nedes be ol ſo much moze pollicie and witte, as thep bane 
comme a moze longe and tedious poucnep thzough Scla⸗ 
uonpt᷑ Chace, beyng a farce papnfuiler matter to make 
themſclucs wape thꝛough thoſe countries z then to place 
themſelues where they nowe inhabit. 40 
Furthermo:e he heard ſap that Italy it ſelfe was ne⸗ 
uer pet well pleaſed with Rome, ſynce it was fpzſt bupl⸗ 
ded: blut that continuallie trõ pere to pere, inceſſant warre 
had ben made, by ſome foz their libertie, and by other ſom 
fo the right right of thempyze:inſomuch that (by repozt) ._ 
mante cyties of Italie, had vtterlie deſtroped the Romain 
Armies by the \wozde, and ſome with a new kynde of re 
pꝛoche had compelled: them ſhamefullpe to crepe onder a 
poke, And ſozbycanſe he ſhould not ſeme to make long ta⸗ 
rians in matters of old tyme, even the bery ſame pꝛeſent, 
all Italy was ryſen to warre foyntlie togpther with the 
marſes,notto demaund ſpbertie, but Societie in Them⸗ 
ppꝛe, and in the Cytie itſelf, Rether was the Cytie op- 
pꝛeſled moꝛe by the warres of their neighbours in Italie, 
then by the partakyng of her owne noblemen at home: ſo 
that the CTiuil warres were karre moze dangerous , then 
the koꝛren warres of Jtalp: beſpdes that, the Cymbzians 
that vnmeaſurable , and moſte fyltlerable of ſauage and 
bnmercifull raſcalles, were ſwarmed oute of Germanie, 
and ouerwhelmed all Italy lyke a ſtoʒm. Df al the which 
foꝛenamed nacions, although the Nomapns mighte per⸗ 
chaunce be able to withſtande the bꝛunt, one after an o⸗ 
ther, yet by all at once, they muff nedes be oppꝛeſſed: and 
that ſo ſone, that they ſhould haue no leaſur at al, to think 
vppon his warres: wherfoze accaſion * to be _

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when il was offered, and good holde ought to be laped, 
with ſpede vppon the tucreaſment of their trength , leaſt 
pf they now ſate ſtill whiles thother were buſte and had 
their handes full anone after they haue might haue moze 
a doe with them when they were in quiet, # had nothyng 
els to dode. Foꝛ it was not in queſtion, whether warre 
ought to be made 03 no, but whether it ought to be doone 
to their owne behofe , oz gon behafeof the Romapncs. 


Foz the warres were begonne betwene him and them, 
from the time that thep toke from him in his nonage, the 
l:fer Phapgta , with they had gyuen vnto his father, iu 
reward, fo: apdpng them in the battell agapnſte Ariſto⸗ 
nicus: the which countrie Seleutus Callenicus alſo had 
gyuen in dourie with his daughter to his great graumdfa 
ther Ppthzidates: what chould a man ſay to that they cõ⸗ 
maunded him to vepart oute of Paphlagonta, was it not 
an other kyndo of defyaunce: The whiche realme fell to 
his father, not by foꝛtce of axmes, noz by conqueſt, but by 
adoption and Legacte of laſte will and teſtament , but by 
the death of the rightfall kynges, and ſo conſequenlie by 
la wetull inheritaunce:wheras neuertheleſſe, all his hum 
ble obedience to their bitter detrees, coulde not one whit 
| mitigate them, but rather was an occalion that they bare 
themſelkes moze cruellie agapnſt him: fo; what ſubmiſ⸗ 
ſion could they veuiſe, but he vſed it to wardes them: dyd 
be not let go Phꝛygia and Paphlagonia: dyd he not with 
dꝛawe his ſanne out of Cappadocia, which he had conque 
red, and there koꝛe was his by the la we of armes? and pet 
his conqueſt was taken out of his hande, by them which 
daue nothyng of their owne , but that whiche they holde 
by the ſwoꝛde; dyd he not fo2 their pleaſure kyll Creſton, 
kyng of Bythinia, agapnſte whome the Senate bad pꝛo⸗ 
clapmed warre 2 and pet notwithſtandyng what ſo euer 
Soꝛdius oz Lygranes hath done, was imputed altogy- 
ther to hym. Bozeouer in deſpight of him, the @enate had 
of their owne voluntarie will, ſet Cappadocia at lpberty, 
which theng they themlelfes had taken from n 
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clons. Afterwarde when the people ol Cappadocia, than- 
kyng the foz their ipbertte , ſued to haue Goꝛdius to they? 
kung it might not be graũted, and that foz none other oc⸗ 
calton, but bytauſe he was counted his frende. Nicome- 
des at their commaundement, made warre pppon bym, 
and bycauſe he coulde not be reuenged vppon hym as he 
woulde; they themſelfcs had taken the matter in hande: 
Wherevppon partly grew thoccaſion of his warres with 
them, namely becauſe he woulde not ſytte ſtyll lpke a co⸗ 
warde, and (uffer that dauneyng Damoſelles ſonne Ap⸗ 
comedes, to teare him in peces at his pleaſur: Foꝛ it was 
not the faultes of kinges , that they were offended with, 
oꝛ ſought to red2elle : but with theire power and Mate ſlie 
which they ſought to ſuppzeſſe, The which cantel and pol 
licy they dyd not vſe 8gaynſt him onely, but agapif all o⸗ 
ther kynges. After the ſame maner, his graundtfather 
Pharnar;by right of kynred, appoynted as bepze and ſuc 
ceſſoʒ to Eumenes kyng of Pergamus:and agapne, Cu⸗ 
menes himſelf, in whoſe ſhyppes they were kyꝛſt bzought 
ouer into Aſia by the help of whoſe men of warre , moze 
then by they2 owne puiſſaunce: Fpꝛſt they conquered the 
greate Antiochus, andthe Frenchme in Aſia, and anonc 
alter kyng Perſes in Pacedone, they bttered as an enne⸗ 
mie, kozbiddyng him to come within Jtalye:and (whiche 
they thought they myght not doe to hym foz ſhame) made 
warre vppon bis ſonne Ariſkonicus. There was neuer 
none that deſerued moꝛe at their hande, o2 that had done 
moꝛe fo2 them, thẽ Maſliniſſa kyng ot Rumidie. To him 
they imputed the ouercommyngof Hannpball, bim they 
thanked foz the takpng of Spphax, to him they imputed 
the deſtropingofTarthage,him they regiſtred among the 
two Affricanes, as the thyꝛd pꝛeſeruer of their Cytie:and 
pet with the ſame mans nephew, they euen this other day 
bay made warre in Aﬀricke, ſo deadlye cruell, that after 
they had vanquite him, they conlde not fynde in theirs 
harts fo2 their graundfathers ſake to pardõ him, but that 
they empꝛyſonꝛ d him, and led him thzough the Cytie in 
b U. ii. maner 
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maner of Triumphe, and made him a gazyng ſtock to all 
the world. Thus had they made a la we to themſelnes, to 
beare tontinuall hatred agapaſte all kynges , verelte, by- 
cauſe they had ſuch kynges themſelfes, whome they map 
be aſh imed to heare ſpoken ot, that is toſay,epther ſhepe 
herdes of Thabo2igines, oꝛ ſoothſapers of the wabynes, 
o2 ontiawes of Coꝛynthe, oꝛ els (which is the honozableſt 
name that euer was among them) pꝛoued men, and (as 
they themſetues repoꝛte) ſuche founders as a wolfe gaue 
ſucke to: which map well be, in that all the offp2yng of 
that people haue wolues hartes, vnſaciable of blood, gre- 
die of Dominion, and raueners of riches: whereas hym⸗ 
ſelf fo2 his owne perſon pf compariſon ſhould be made be 
twene him and thẽ, as tourhpng nobilitie) was of a moze 
famous lynage, then that ragged heape of raſcalles, foz 
he dvd fetch his pedegre on the fathers ſpde ,.from Cpꝛus 
and Darius the fy2ſte founders of the Monarchie of the 
Perſians , and on the mothers ſpde from greate Alzran- 
der,fro Nicanoz and Selencus the kyꝛſt kounders of them 
py2e of Bacedone:02 if he ſhould compare his people with 
theirs, be ſayd he was ruler of thoſe Racions, whiche not 
only are able to match the Romapne Emppꝛe, but had al- 
ſo withſtood the Emppze of Macedone, Foz there was 
none of the nacions, of whome he was Ruler, that had 
ben ſubdued vnder fozrepne Pꝛinces, oꝛ that euer ſubmit 
ted themſelfes to anie kyng, but if he were of their owne 
countrie,choſe whether thep would name Cappadocta oz 
Paphlagonta,agapn Pontus 02 Bythinfa, Armenta the 
greater, sꝛ Armenta the lefſe,of the which countries, ney 
ther Alexander enen he that conquered all Aſia,) noꝛ any 
of his ſucteſſoꝛs o2 poſterity euer touched anie:as foꝛ Sci⸗ 
thia, there were neuer but two kynges befoze hym, name 
lie Darius and Philpppe, that durſt ſo much as enter in⸗ 
to it, who being not able to make ante conqueſt, had much 
d doe to wynde himſelf oute agapne with their lyues, fro 
whence be had a great parte ot his ſlrength agaynſte the 
Romayn1s:wherfoze he had moe cauſe to be afraped and 
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miſtruſttull, when he entred into the warres ol Pontus, 
at fuche tyme as he hymſelf was but a ponge nouice and 
a frech water ſouldiour.No2 the Scythians, beiydes that 
they be well harnelled and well harted, they are alſo fen 
ſed, eyther with deſertes and waſt groundes, oz els with 
colde, whiche bydde the ſouldiour loke foz-greate trauell 
and perill:among the which diſtreſſes, there was not al⸗ 
moſte anv hope of rewarde to be gotten of the wadering 
enemie hauyng not onely no mony, but alſo not ſo much 
asa houſe, to hyde his head in. But nowe he was entered 


into a farre other kynde of: warrefare: Foz neyther wag 


the ape moꝛe temperate in all the woꝛlde then in Alia, 
nozthe ſople moze fertyle, noꝛ mo2e plentie ol fapꝛe and 
pleaſaunt Cyties, ſo that they ſhould ſpend a great parte 
dt thetyme, not as in warfare, but as in feaſtyng and it 
was tobe doubted, whether the warre choulde be moꝛe 
ealie oꝛ pꝛotytable, whether they woulde aduenture vp- 
pon the ryches ol the kyngdome of Attalus nexte vnto 
them oꝛ vppon Lydia and Jonia, ſo greatly ed fo:

Then Pꝛahartes ſent Demetrius into @y21a, 
with an hoſt of Parthians, to inuade the kyngdome, to 
ta thintent that by that pollicie, Antiochus might be enfo2- 
(s let go into ce d to withdꝛawe himſelf out of Parthia, to the defence 
psig. of his owne Nealme. In the meane whyle, bycauſe he 
could not ouercom àntiochus by foꝛce, be ſonght meancs 
to ſurpꝛiſe him by pollicie. antiochus by reaſon he hadde 
ſuch a multitude , diſperſed all his army into the Cyties, 
duryng the wynter ſeaſon, the which thyng was his vt:

I'ntiochus. were of moꝛe fozce and courage)his men foꝛ feare fozſoke 
dim, and ſo he was ſlayne.

Ffter that Antiochus with all hs ar- 
Wmv was thus deſtroped in Parthia, 
his brother Demetrius, beyng dely-

Ms Fl N. (when as all Spꝛia as pet mourned 
. <=" fo: the loſſe of the armpe) as though 
the warts that he and his bꝛother made in Parthia, in 
the whiche thone was taken pꝛyſoner and thother dayn, 
had had pꝛoſperous ſuccefſe, he purpoſed to make warre 
in Egypt at the requeſt of Ele arm bes wies mother, 
who pꝛomyſed to gyue him the kyngdome of Egypte, in 
recompence yt he would helpe to ſuppoꝛt her agaynſte 
her bꝛother. But whples he went about to get that, that 
Was another mans, he loſt his owne , by meanes of a ſo- 
dayne inſurrection in Dpꝛia. Fo? firſt the Cytizensof An 
tioche thꝛogh the inſtigacton of their Capitayne Tryfo, 
deteſtyng the kvnges pꝛyde (which by his tonuerſacion, 
among the cruell Parthians was betomme intoicrable 
and anone after the Zpameniens, with all the reſt of the 
Cyties, followpng their enſample,toke occaſion vpon the 
kynges abſence, and rebelled againft him. 
Ptolomy also kyng of Egypt, againſt whome the fayd 
Demetrius made warre , when he bnderffode thathys 
ſyſter Cleopatra had chypped all hhr goods x treaſur and 
was fled into Sv2ta lo her daughter + her ſonne in lawe 
Demetrius he ſuboꝛneda certayn vong men of Egypte,

The which his doyng, wann him much ſauoꝛ of the 
tommonaltie, all men thinkyng no leſſe, hut that he ment 
good faith without diſimulacion, in his ſozowfull mour⸗ 
nyng. Demetrius, bepng vanquilhed by Alexander, and 
being enuyꝛoned on all ſydes with vnauoydable daügers 
was at the laſt foꝛſaken of his own wyfe r childꝛt, being 
therfoꝛe left deſolate ſauyng a fewe ſeruaunts as he was 
purpoſed to haue led ta the temple of Tyꝛus, there to re 
giſtre himſelf as a ſanctuarieman, vt percheunce the reue 
rence of the place might iaue his lyfe, when he went out 
to lande, he was ſlayne by the commandement ol the Pa 
1 ſter of the ſhyppe. The one of his ſonnes, whoſe name 
lebgt and v- Was Seleucus, bycauſe he crowned humſelf kyng, with- 
furped antho out his mothers conſet, was by her ſlayn. Thother of his 
ritye, ſonnes, who foz the greatneſſe of his noſe was ſurnamed 
Grypho,was created kyng by bis mother vppon this cö⸗
